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THE COST OF LIVING. 
‘Three important developments of the last fifty 


in this country. In the order Of their appearance 
they are (1) Protective tariffs and other forms of 
discriminating taxation; (2) Combinations and 
trusts; (3) Labor unions. 

Labor unions have multiplied in number and 
gained in power because workingmen were in a 
position to organize in self-defense against the 
other movements which were rapidly making 
their condition intolerable. Not many people 
will complain of increased wages. So far as 
the cost of living has been increased in that way, 
the advantages and disadvantages are well dis- 
tribyted. 

The extent to which the first two causes named

A NEW COMMERCIAL METAL. 

Metallic calcium, recently made a commercial prod- 
uct ata moderate cost, is stated by Dr. F. M. Perkin, 
an Egglish chemist, to be more powerful than alumi- 
num as a reducing agent in thermite for welding and 
other purposes, and in the preparation of chromium, 
ferro-silicon and other metals and alloys. When fine 
turnings of it are mixed with ferric oxide, and ignitéd 
by means of a fuse of aluminum and barium, the re- 
action is so intense that a large part of the mixture 
is thrown out of the crucible. uhe reaction, how- 
ever, can be controlled, and the intense heat made 
useful by mixing with the contents of the crucible 
from 30 to 40 per cent of calcium fluoride or 10 to 2 
per cent of calcium oxide. Calcium, now produced 
by electrolysis of flushed calcium salts, it a silvery 
white metal, about as hard as aluminum and about 
half as heavy. It oxides slowly in dry air, rapidly in 
very moist air and burns with a brilliant flame. 


CONCRETE A SHORE PROTECTOR. 

Experiments on the dikes and seawalls of holland 
have demonstrated the great value of ferro-concrete 
for giving protection against the inroads of the sea. 
By the system of State Engineer de wiuralt, the metal 
armoring is secured to wooden piers or laid upon sta- 
ble earth, and piers and groynes are thrown out verti- 
cally from the shore to break up the waves where 
the action is especially violent. On sand downs the

Theother day in Chicago a United States Judge, 
in the matter of the receivership of cer- 
tain street railways, transferred to another com- 
pany at a valuation of $39,000,000 property which 
Bad been the basis for an issue of $109,000,000 
‘ef stock and bonds. 
_. It has taken about twenty years to get rid of 
* this $70,000,000 of water. In that time the fact 
that the $70,000,000 was in existence was the 
.chief reason why efficient public regulation could 
not be had and why reorganization and im- 
provement could not be brought about by pri- 
‘vate means. 

Of the $70,000,000 of water a good deal repre- 
sented bribery and corruption. A good deal more 
represented the unearned profits of exploiters. 
Some of it at one time may have stood for actual 
value acquired by reason of monopoly and the 
Natural growth of business. 

Perhaps three-fourths of this sum was never 
subscribed by anybody, and did not even repre- 
sent useful service; yet all of the time it was

In conflict with this natural and beneficent 
tendency we have struggled for half a century 
to keep prices up. If we could not accomplish 
our end by fair-means we have resorted to foul. 
There has been a perfect mania in America 
against cheapness and that obsession has been 
taken advantage of by every plausible self-seeker 
who gained a place in politics or in business. 

Fifty years ago agriculture, horticulture, cattle 
raising, wool and cotton growing, manufactures 
and transportation were almost primitive in com- 
parison with the same industries as they exist to- 
day. Markets were few, inaccessible and uncer- 
tain. Machinery had not as yet displaced the 
hand. Railroads had not yet superseded the canal 
boat andthe stage coach. A thousand labor 
and money saving inventions now familiar to all 
were still undreamed of. 

Yet the cost of living at that time was not much 
more than it is now, and if we were to take 
houses and rents into consideration, the prob- 
ability is that it was not so great as it is now. 

A table covering the cost of living in the 
United States at various periods (New York 
World Almanac) shows the following as_ the 
wholesale prices of supplies for one person in 
the years named:

The years of most value for comparison are 
1860 and 1906. In 1864 ‘there was greenback -in- 
flation which enhanced the prices of all com- 
modities.

The figures given in the 
first and in the last columns show what 50 years 
of progress have done and have not done for the 
people. ees ee a 

Anyone familiar with conditions fifty years ago 
must be amazed to discover that articles which 
sold then for $115 now bring $105. How we 
have struggled to prevent a greater discrepancy 
the records of a half century of legislation will 
show. We not only try to prevent cheaper living, 
but we are doing what we can all of the time to 
make living more costly. 

If by opening up a new territory, by utilizing a 
new invention, by taking advantage of a great 
discovery in science, by wresting from the earth 
unexpected treasures or by the matchless indus- 
try and genius of a teeming population we find 
that there is danger of cheapness anywhere we 
are ready to assist the first man who comes 
along with a proposition for a tax or a regula- 
tion or a commission or a license, whose sole ob- 
ject, whether avowed or not, is to maintain 
prices. 

We shall never know what this has done for 
us, for no man can tell what prices might have 
been if we had given the forces of nature and 
industry full play, but we do know that we have 
not even begun to realize the possibilities of the 
marvelous development which we have witnessed. 

There are other causes contributing to the high 
cost of living of which there is just complaint, 
but above all else and the one to be recognized 
first is the colossal error, flesh of our flesh and 
bone of our bone, which makes us in politics, 
in lawmaking, in society and everywhere else 
except in the market place the inveterate foes of 
cheapness and the easy victims of those who 
would mark up the price.

Because the American nation cannot get enough 
of the apples that tempt interiorly instead of 
exteriorly, it does not eat enough for its own 
good. The eating apple is a panacea for every 
alimentary ill flesh is heir to, and especially good 
for the liver. 

A nutriment and stimulant, as well as a correc- 
tive of the commonest disorders, the apple pro- 
motes right living and clear headedness, pa- 
triotism and proper sentiment. 

Demand does not necessarily govern supply in 
this case. Quality creates its own demand. 
Though yielding perforce somewhat to existing 
export and market conditions, growers should 
find profit in supplying plenty of the best quality, 
without regard to good looks. 

It would pay, both financially and morally, to 
restore the American people to the happy apple- 
eating status they enjoyed before devoting them- 
selves so liberally to the orange, the banana and 
the lemon. 

A grand aim of the growers’ congress should 
be to see to it, in the resetting process constantly 
going on, that the juicy edible varieties are plant- 
ed in place of the old wherever conditions of soil 
and climate make it possible. 
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There is no great brain work in the Standard

EDUCATE THE HANDS. 


Conditions of acute distress among professional 
men in Germany now forcibly illustrate the con- 
tention lately emphasized by the Post-Dispatch 
that for the majority the best education is that 
which fits men for economic use or value. 

In Germany, where technical training has been 
developed to a scale unknown elsewhere, profes- 
sional men have become a drug on the market, so 
to speak. The condition of the physicist, the 
chemist and the engineer, in particular, is far be- 
neath that of the carpenter, the mason and the 
ironworker, and discontent has become so general 
that a movement is on foot to unionize technical 
or professional forces. 3 

Overcrowded professions, the result of a false 
system of education, prevail similarly in America, 
while in this country, the foremost industrial do- 
main of the world, the trades suffcr for lack of 
trained men. Manual training, and that alone, 
will equalize this situation. 

As the case now stands, “higher” education, so- 
called, unfits the recipient for use, value, economic 
capacity, in many pitiable instances. When man- 
ual training supplants much of such higher edu- 











rate making by governmental agencies have in- 
sisted that Co.gress alone has power to make 
rates and that its authority cannot be dele- 
gated. 

Rate making would go out of fashion very 
soon at Washington if the eminent statesmen in 
Congress had to sit up nights for a few weeks 
with a freight tariff.

NO NATIONAL FUN 

By Mary R. Hofer, in “Charities.” 
A as a people, we make no provision for the 
. emotional element in life. Our best vital ener- 
gy being consumed in commercial pursuits, a conven- 
tional sentiment takes the place of the enlarged view 
necessary for the appreciation of religion, poetry and 
art. A study of the recreations of a people would re- 
veal valuable data not only as to their social ten- 
dencies but as to their moral standing. When we 
canvass those of the American and American child, 
we have grouped on the one hand those of the ‘‘unco 
gude,” whose social exchange never goes beyond the 
formal tea, the pleasure of the church social, a se- 
date charade or the excitement of a game of “‘au- 
thors” and ‘‘consequences.” 


Then there Is a lively younger set which breaks 
out over these restrictions into epidemics of picnics 


and excursions or parties of various kinds, whose 


chief fascination is the opportunity to dance with a 
certain partner or set. The general recreations of re- 
spectable town and city folks are theater-going, vau- 
deville and roof garden performances, park resorts, 
etc. For the lower classes the saloon, the dance hall, 
dime museums and resorts are the commonplace 
means of diversion. In lieu of the folk festival we 
have national ho'ilays and celebrations, Labor Day 
and a desultory attempt at a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. Christmas and Thanksgiving are family gather- 
ings given over to feasting rather than to the festival 
idea. 
A school Arbor Day or field meet are perhaps the 
nearest approach to a people's festival at the pres- 
ent time. Baseball, football and races claim a place 
among sporting occasions and may be said to re- 
tain something of the spirit of the Olympic games. 
The Mardi Gras of New Orleans is, properly speak- 
ing, the only distinctive example of the pageant left 
in our country, which retains its peculiar color and 
character from year to year. An occasional turner 
schuetzen or schwabel fest among our German friends 
is to be seen, also an attempt at an Italian festa. 
Other such contributions may be discovered in for- 
eign settlements of our cities. The national touches 
in these, however, in costume, song and dance, are 
soon lost in the coarser pleasures of eating, drink- 
ing or Americanized substitutes in sodas, ice cream 
and two-step. Our athletics and sports are not so 
much for honor and the proving of the best man as 
for the benefit of the bookmaker. Even our girls’ 
basket-ball teams are made commercial enterprises. 
Our social pleasures are individualistic and selfish. 
This ts well typified in the popular dance of our 
times—the two-step—where two people may spend the 
entire evening enjoying themselves without touching 
the general social life of the assembled company. The 
square, line and ring dancer, now so sadly out of 
style, are old folk forms, generated by the social co- 
operation of the group, reflecting the joys, sorrows, 
occupations and interests of the people.

-dded the tales of success that now 
have even greater vogue. 

Recently a magazine has been founded 
to teach young men the art of getting 
on; all the reviews also have added 
jepartments of success; and now, to 
crown all else, the commencement or- 
jators have passed by culture for its 
own sake and have advised the gradu- 
ates in the colleges how to make their 
knowledge vield a 6 per cent return. 

It is-a sorry spectacle to behold the 
successors of Soerates and Plato ig- 
| noring pure beauty and truth and right 
for their own sake to prove to the as- 
pirant for wisdom that chemistry will 
yield 12 per cent, and should therefore be preferred 
to Greek Philosophy or Roman law, because the lat- 
ter have fallen to a 2 per cent basis, while the He- 
brew ethics are not to be considered at all, inasmuch 
as duty often involves heavy losses through the 
claims of the poor and weak upon the strong.

“No money that Ganada has ever expended on 
agriculture has brought such large returns as that 
spent on the women’s institutes, because when we 
educate the mothers we Rave educated the whole 
family, and it is destined to be one of the greatest 
educational factors of our future." 

A similar movement tn New York State has grown 
out of the reading courses for farmers’ wives, con- 
ducted by the College of Agriculture of Cornell Unt- 
versity, and the State has decided to help it along 
by paying the expenses of lectures this fall, Aiready 
the movement promises to duplicate the Canadian 
experience. 

The idea of forming clubs was suggested to Miss 
Martha Van Rensselaer, who has conducted the read- 
ing classes for four years, by the number of letters 
containing useful suggestions of experiences which 
came in response to her request for the same. It 
seemed to her that it would be a good plan to have 
these suggestions exchanged at first hand in neigh- 
borhood clubs, and the event justified her expecta- 
tions.

radium, read a remarkable paper on the constitution 
of the unstable and untrustworthy atom, and an- 
nounced confidently that the electron had “‘ceme to 
Stay"’ and would speedily be Known and identified 
by its shape. The atom, according to his view, was 
not a permanent thing, but an elusive little trap for 
enmeshing electrons or units of electricity. Matter 
was merely a mask or shape taken by electricity, and 
it could be changed into force as the old alchemists 
believed. Sir Oliver Lodge, with burly figure and 
pewerful voice, supported Prof. Rutherford most vig- 
orously, and described the helpless little atom as 
squirming with electricity until it happens to be 
changed into something else. Mr. Soddy, one of the 
most brilliant investigators among the chemists, con- 
sidered the experimenters radium inebriates, who 
were hardly responsible for their theories, and Lord 
Kelvin closed the debate with a fine tribute to the 
genius of the investigators and an emphatic protest 
against their conclusions. He admitted that radium 
was broadening imeasureably the outlook of modern 
science, but declined to accept the theory that matter 
was a form of electrical motion and the atom a nest 
of electrons, which could escape and transform what 
had been immutable since the earth was nebulous. 
When Lord Kelvin had finished his remonstrance 
against scientific vagaries Sir Willlam Ramsay quiet- 
ly told what he had been doing with radium emana- 
tiens, what effects had been produced by changes of 
environment from water to suplhates and nitrates of 





copper, how a series of elements had been evolved | 
either by radio-energy or by degradation, and - ow | 
strong was the prima facie evidence of the transmuta- | 
tion of elements and their decomposition. It was a 
tournament among giants, and it was not easy to de- 
cide with whom the victory lay.

The last appearance of the Cincinnati 
Reds for the season of 197 marks the 
passing of Ned Hanlon. Another star 
in the baseball firmament is setting. Its 
light has led many a Gamond crew 
from chaos into smooth sailing, but its 
usefulness is ending and Ned Hanlon 
must go. In fact, he has already gone. 
For many weeks Hanlon has been 
absent from the helm of the Cincinuati 
club. He is supposed to be scouring the 
country for new talent, but that is the 
way they get rid of stars when they 
have begun to pale. Whenever you see 
@ manager away from his club hunting 
up new talent you may know that his 
days are numbered. It is a method 
of letting them down light, but unfor- 
tunately every well-informed fan knows 
the route. 

Twelve or fourteen years ago Hanlon 
could have commanded his own salary. 
Today he commands it for the simple 
reason that it says so in his contract, 
and that expires with the fast ebbing 
season. 

As we have said before on numerous 
occasions, youth will down age in every 
conflict, and Hanlon has entered just 
one fight too many. His day is past. 
In his day Hanlon was the greatest 
manager that the game of baseball ever 
produced. For years he rode on the 
waves he ieft in the wake of his record, 
but they have gradually dwindled down 
to tiny little ripples and never again 
can he start them rolling. His methods 
are with. the ancients. 

Hanion himself has no interest in his 
passing, other than a small amount of 
pride. In this world’s goods he is well 
fixed. He does not have to work. Per- 
sonally, he would much prefer to spend 
his days at Baltimore with his family 
than to be buffeting public opinion in 
Cincinnati, but he held on with a dying 
grasp, hoping to land on top with one 
final spurt. But the spurt never came. 
When called on he did not have it.

By accident he was given 
the reins of a ball club, and so great 
was his executive ability that he was 
placed in charge of the Baltimore Ori- 
oles.

Coast Magnates Are Trying To Make Sport Last 
Year Around---Some Timely Turf Gossip. 





ORSE racing on the Pacific coast 
H has almost reached the continu- 
ous stage. It generally begins in 
Noveinber, and is carried on without in- 
termission until the fcilowing October. 
ast year the game started at Oakland, 
and was continued witheut a break un- 
til last June. When Oakland closed 
down for a brief rest, Seattle began a 
three-months meeting at The Meadows 
track. 

The greatest danger to the existence 
of the “Sport of Kings’’ in any section 
of this country is continuous raciag. 
When a race meeting lasts four or six 
months it loses its character as a popu- 
lar pastime, and simply beconies a ren- 
dezvous for gamblers. 

All ideas of the improvement of the 
breed of horses at such meetings is lost 
sight of in the maelstrom of the betting 
ring. New York is little, if anything, 
better than California in the matter of 
vrolonged racing. It true that the 
sport there is not confined to one-or two 
or even three tracks. but they are prac- 
tically owned by the same people, and 
are operated and managed by the same 
men. 

There are at present 10 racetracks trib- 
utary to New York City—Jamaica, Em- 
pire City, Sheepshead Bay, Brighton 
Beach, Belmont Park, Aqueduct, 
Gravesend, Pimlico, Bennings and Sara- 
toga. This number should certainly be 
sufficient to meet the requirements of 
the sport in that direction. 

With the exception of Saratoga all 
these tracks might be advantageously 
merged into one central association, and 
the number of days ractng set at 90 in- 
stead of the 200 which are now taken up 
by the sport.

Built for Olympian Games _ in 
Which 25 Nations Will 
Compete. 





LONDON, this 


side are now 


Aug. 17.—Athletes on 
beginning to focus their 
attention on the great. international 
Olympic games te be held in London 
in July of next year. It is expected 
that 25 nations will compete, and, in 
view of the recent reverses sustained 
by English sportsmen, British athletics 
are being adjured to spare no effort to 
obtain the entry of the best possible 
athletes. 

In addition the ‘stadium will contain 
space for great international sports and 
pastimes and a travel exhibition. It 
will be oval in shape, with seats all the 
Way round and a passage beneath. The 
length of the stadium will be 1000 feet 
and the width 700 feet. The first truck 
will be for cycling and will be 35 feet 
wide and of two and three-quarters 
laps to the mile. Inside that will be 
@ running track 25 feet wide and three 
lage to the mile. 

Then there will be a swimming tank 
100 meters long, and the remainder in- 
side will be turfed for lawn tennis and 
numerous other contests. The program 
for next year’s games has only been 
provisionally fixed, for each nation is 
at present considering the conditional 
form. 

But the principal athletic events will 
in all probability include the following: 
Fiat racing, hurdle racing, jumpimg, 
throwing the hammer, putting the shot, 
tug-of-war, throwing the discus and 
hurling the javelin. 


There will aiso be competitions in cy- 
cling and archery for men and women, 
fencing, golf, gymnastics, football, 
hockey, lacrosse, lawn tennis, swim- 
ming and wrestling. In addition, shoot- 
ing competitions will be arranged at 
wisley, rowing contests at Henley, au- 
tomobile races at the new track at 
Brooklands, racing for motor boats tn 
Southampton water, yachting races in 
Hurling- 
ham, skating contests at one of the 
London rinks, and racquettes and tennis 
matches at Queen's Club. 

Entries from each country will be lim- 
ited in number for various events, 12 
being the maximum for most of the 
athietic competitions. They will be 
made by the association covering the 
sport in each country, and will be con- 
fined strictly to amateurs. 

The Olympian games, it may be re-. 
called, were revived in Athens in 1896, 
after an interval of 1500 years. Paris 
followed in 1900, and St. Louis in 1964. 
Now England has its turn, and the 
British Olympic Association hopes, 
with international co-operation, to suc- 
ceed in making London the center of 
a sporting carnival unsurpassed tn the 
history of the world.

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QUEEN OF THE COURTS 
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Miss May Sutton, the American girl 
who has wrested from the Britons their 
most cherished lawn tennis. trophies, 
returns to this country in a few days 
the acknowledged world’s queen at the 
courts. 

This 20-year-old Callifornia girl has 
brought about a new era in lawn tennis 
for women here and abroad. In Ameri- 
ca the influence is shown in the in- 
creasing number of women players that 
have turned out for the tournaments 
this vear. On the other side it has made 
certain an invasion of the United States 
by the foremost English women to com- 
pete for the newly offered international 
challenge cup, the first ever hung up 
for women in any branch of sport. 
With her Miss Sutton brings prizes,

ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 17.—Few, if any, 
of the thousands of spectators who wit- 
ness contests of college athletes from 
September until June give much thought 
to the work, outside of the preparation 
of the athletes, which is expended on 
the games. The idea of. the majority 
is that the college provides a field and 
grandstand or bleachers, and all else 
that is necessary is for the men to come 
out’ on this fleld and be taught by a 
more or less able man what to do and 
how to do it. That ts the way it ap- 
pears to an outsider, but back of the 
elements of sport in every college there 
is a businesslike combination of men 
who are really the mainstay of ath- 
letics. If it were not for them there 
would be troubles of a financial nature 
all the time, but this is a fact seldom 
thought of. For several years past the 
larger colleges have found that a strong 
athletic association, composed of the 
managers and assistant managers of the 
various teams, all under the guidance of 
one man, usually a graduate, is an econ- 
omy, and puts athletic affairs on a more 
businesslike footing than in the davs 
when -.each manager settled his team’s 
bills. 

Such an organization has been per- 
fected at Cornell University, and tn the 
offices of the athletic association there 
prevails the air of the business place 
of a solid corporation. There is a 
large, airy main office, where the grad- 
uate manager makes his headquarters 
and where all clerical work is done. and 
adjoining it are three smaller rooms, 
one for the meeting of the athletic coun- 
cil, one for the keeping of accounts and 
the selling of tickets for the various 
athletic events, and a small private of- 
fice for the graduate manager. The un- 
der graduate managers of the various 
teams have their desks in the council 
room, convenient for rhe Sittings of 
that august body, and the assistant 
managers also “hang out’ here when 
their superiors are not using the desks. 
No one outside of those directly inter- 
ested in college doings has a place in 
the offices, as there are any number 
of sophomores anxious to get in line 
for the different managerships, and 
these men make themselves useful in 
many Ways. 

But athletics, while of chief import- 
ance, are not the only business deals 


carried on in the office. The manage- 
ment of the Cornell Alumni News is 
housed here, and the finances of the

CONFESSES IN COURT 





Crowd Tries to Lynch Him 
at Temple, Miss., but He 
Is Rescued. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MERIDIAN, Miss., Aug. 17.—Thomas 
Spence, the negro held fn connection 
‘with the death of Raynard Battle, the 
young white boy, whose body was found 
in a ravine some miles from here, has 
made a confession of the crime before 
Justice of the Peace Parker, at Temple. 
He said his stepfather, McClelland, told 
him, on leaving the house with the 
white boy, that he must kill the boy, 
or he (McClelland) would kill him. 
They went into the woods together, 
and young Battle sat down on a log, 
placing the gun beside him. The negro 
grabbed the gun, fired point blank, and 
the full charge entered the white boy’s 
side. The negro tried to drag the body 
to one side of the road, but failed. He 
wert home and told his stepfather of 
killing the boy, and both returned to 
the body and carried it to the gulley, 
and threw it in. 
Mob Wanted to Lynch Him. 
Before making this confession the boy 
insisted that the Justice of the Peace 
give him protection from his stepfathr 
er, as he was afraid he would kill him. 
The boy made this statement in court, 
and the people tried to mob him. Jus- 
tice Parker insisted that if they killed 
the boy there would-be no witness to 
testify against the stepfather. The 
mob then consented to allow the Con- 
stable and his assailants to take the 
negro to Jail. 
Mrs. Holmes, mother of the dead boy, 
who had always maintained he had been 
murdered, insisted that the negro boy 


be brought before her. This was done, 
._ and when the boy recited the horrible 
crime the woman fainted. This further 
incensed the mob, and.another attempt 
Was made to get at the negro boy. 
The Constable got him away, and also 
mpeovedod in landing the boy’s mother 
Jail here. She will be held as a wit- 


ness. 

The boy told Constable Vincent his 

any insult or orders from a white man; 

that he (McClelland) had already killed 

one white man, and would kill many 
more. 

Three Placed in Jail. 
The boy was brought to Meridian 


- and his mother, who has a little baby, 


was brought in two hours later. Later 


- Sheriff Temple arrived here with the 
‘young murderer’s stepfather, McClel- 
and. The hounds had followed Mc- 
Clelland’s trail for 12 hours, to within 
a short distance of Macon, where two 
negroes captured the fugitive, and, 
though he begged to be released, they 
took him to Macon, where he was held 
until the arrival of Sheriff Temple. It 
Was generally believed the Sheriff would 
bring the prisoner back on the regular 
train, but a special train of soldiers 
ed Macon, bound homewards. from 
the encampment, and the Sheriff board- 
ed that with his prisoner. 

_ There are some ether details involved 
in the tragedy, which indicate a con- 
spiracy, in which McClelland was the 

tool of another, but the facts have not 
been substantiated.

IN DES MOINES 


Threaten to Ask Courts to Set 
_ Aside the Municipal 
Commission. 





SAY IT’S UNAMERICAN 





Stakes Are Too Large to Be 
Relinquished Without 
a Fight. 





DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 17.—‘Un- 
American,”’ “oppressive,”’ ‘‘monarchial;’’ 
these are just a few of the unkind 
words which the professional politicians 
of the past are throwing at the recently 
adopted “Des Moines” plan” of munici- 
pal government by commission. Upon 
the grounds suggested by these words 
the politicians are now threatening to 
bring suit to have the plan set aside 
and the machinery of city government 
restored to their own hands. 

This suit is not yet a reality; it is 
merely a half-baked threat. It may not 
materialize. The 
will; for the stakes are too large 
be dutrendered without a fight. 

The new commission plan placed the 
affairs of the city absolutely under the 


control of five men, to be elected by the 
people for stated terms, the people hav- 
ing the power to retire any or all of 
these commissioners at any time, if 
for any reason their service proved un- 
satisfactory. 

Power of Recall. 


This power of recall depends only 
upon an initiative petition of 25 per 
cent of the voters demanding a special 
election, at which a majority vote of the 


citizens would be conclusive. In like 
manner, the people are empowered un- 
der the new scheme to initiate legis- 
lation and to enforce it by a referen- 
dum vote. . 

The plan was adopted in Des Moines 
by an everwhelming majority, after an 
exocedingly lively campaign, in which 
the politicians of the old school were 
solidly united against the reform. The 
details of the plan had been worked 
out during two years of patient study 
of similar undertakings in other Amer- 
ican cities—notably Galveston, Houston 
and Los Angeles. The people felt that 
they had got just what they wanted, 
and that they had safeguarded them- 
selves against ‘‘graft’’ and the swarm- 
ing other evils of municipal mismanage- 
ment and waste. 

The basis for the politicians’ charge 
is that the commissioners’ power in of- 
fice is autocratic. So it is, whle they 
are in office. Each of the five has sole 
charge of a department, and he alone 
is accountable for the conduct of its 
His authority could not be made 
more absolute than it is under this new 
plan. This feature is the one which 
the disgruntled office holders of the 
past are describing as “un-American.” 


Politicians Not Feared, 


The champions of the plan declare 
that they are not at all uneasy concern- 
ing the outcome should the premised 
suits be filed. Their defense to the 
“autocracy’’ charge lies in the initia- 
tive and referendum provisiens of the 
law, which, they say, throw the affairs 
of government more directly into the 
hands of the people than was possible 
@mder the old and outworn methed of 
Ward representation, with a multitude 
of officials accountable to nobody in 
particular. The defenders agree that 
the commissioners are autocrats, so 
long as they behave themselves; but 
thelr every act is always subject to 
popular approval. If the people do not 
approve the autocrat immediately loses 
his head. This, say the fathers of the 
new idea, is ideal democracy. 

The issue of the threatened attack 
upon the “Des Moines plan” in the 
courts will be awaited with vivid in- 
terest by several Iowa cities other than 
Des Moines. The State law permits 
the adoption of the plan by any mu- 
nicipality of more than 25,000 popula- 
tien; and Cedar Rapids and Dubuque 
are now bestirring themselves in this 
“direction. In all likelihood they will 
take no formal action until the out-

Pawnee charged with complicity in| 





lowa Bank Wrecker’s Friends Must 
Go’to Prison With Him, 
She Says. 





DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 17.—‘If my 
husband goes to the Penitentiary for 
wrecking that bank, I'll send five of 
the most prominent men in this State 
to the dungeons with him.” 

This threat, uttered by Mrs. Leroy 
Ware, has thrown the people of Sey- 
mour, Io., into an uproar. 

Mrs. Ware is a fighter. And she says 
she will fight for her husband, who is 
under indictment tor fleecing the Bank 
of Seymour out of over $300,000 in six 
months, until the last ditch is reached. 

To the pleadings of her mother that 
she renounce her husnand and return 
home, Mrs. Ware turns a deaf ear. It 
is now reported that Mrs. Ware will 
take complete charge of her husband's 
fight to escape the Penitentiary. 

Ware, when the tangle of accounts 
Was exposed, was locked in Jail. The 
bank was closed and hundreds of citi- 
zens saw their savings swept away. It 
was then that Ware tried to end his 
life by starving himself to death. For 
days he would touch no food. It was 
his plucky wife who inspired him with 
hope and coaxed him to abandon his at- 
tempt to end it all by starvation. 

Ware is to be tried at Corydon next 
week on a change of venue. Not the 
least curious side of the affair is how 
Ware could have spent $300,000 in the 
short time, if he got tne money. The 
feeling grows that he was the tool of 
designing speculators. 


STUDENTS DIG FOR METEOR 


It Made a Five-Foot Hole in the 
Earth at Omaha.

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‘Leader of Holiness Church in Missouri Writes 


Book in Which He 
Will Actually 


Says Doomed Souls 
Burn Forever. 





‘COLLEGE MOUND, Mo., Aug. 17.— 
A cheerful little book recently issued by 
the Herald Printing Co. of this town 
promises to win approval from the best 





authority on nature stories. The title 
of the volume is “Future Punishment,” 
by George H. Smith, who is a person- 
age of importance in the Holiness 
‘Chureh, the Western headquarters of 
which are at College Mound. 

In dealing with the eventual abiding 
place of the wicked Brother Smith is 
clearly not a mollycoddle. The Gehenna 
ef Brother Smith is a warm piace, and} 
he tells his readers that after the in- 
habitants have spent some millions of 
years there they will not have then 
reached the sunrise of their visit. 

Hades, according to Elder Smith, is a 
modest suburb of Gehenna, which Is the 
terminal station of the wicked, the liars 
and the nature fakers. In a compara- 
tive sense Hades is cool and pleasant. 
The hotter resort, Mr. Smith asserts, 
is “in the heart of the earth.” 


Hades a Resting Point. 

On the chapter entitled, ‘“‘Who is in 
Hades?” page 22, Elder Smith throws 
this light on a hitherto obscure point: 

“There is nothing whatever to be 
gained by the fact that the wicked may 
be returned into Sheol, which we do not 
believe. For Sheol. or Hades, is only 
a sort of penitentiary where the souls 
of wicked men are kept till judgment. 
Here is the overlooked point: ‘And 
Death and Hades were cast into the 
lake of fire,” Rev. xx. 14. When God 
gets through with Hades, or this peni- 
tentiary, when He takes the people out 
of it to bring them to judgment. He has 
no more use for it, and casts it Into the 
lake of fire and torment. 

“From the different references to 
Hades, and the fact that the good as 
well as the bad went there, we reach 
the conclusion that this place has two 
compartments—one for the righteous 
and one for the wicked—and between 
them was a great gulf. ° 

“The rich man was in Hades and so 
was Lazarus, for they were in sight 
of each other. So was Abraham, for 
he talked with Dives. But they were 
not in the same place, for there was an 
 Impassable gulf between them.”’ 


Hell Is Not Hades. 

Brother Smith's book warns those who 
would deceive the people by telling them 
that Hell and Hades are on the same 
quartersection as follows: 

“Hades is not the place of final pun- 
ishment, and when men tell us that Hell 
is Hades, as many of them do, they 
are simply decefvers, and shall have 
ithe judgement of deceivers when the 
final day of assizes shall set. Not only 
that, they will have the blood of thou- 
sands of souls upon their spirits. Hell 
‘is going to get terribly hot for some 
preachers,”’ 

The non-hell advocates may read the 
following description and shudder: 

“Let us loon at the word, Gehenna, 
the real hell, the kingdom of the devil 
ahd his angels. The term came from a 
Hebrew expression, meaning the ‘Val- 
ley of the son of Hinnom.’ ‘Gehenna— 
properly called the valley of Hinnon, 
south of Jerusalem, once celebrated for 
the horrid worship of Moloch, and after- 
wards polluted wth every species of 
filth, the dead carcasses of animals and 
malefactors, to consume which, in order 
to avoid pestilence, constant fires were 
kept burning.’ 

“This definition from a Greek lexi- 
con, gives a very good idea of the place. 
It was just over a rocky prominence. 
In it were fires all the time. There 
were crawling worms that fed on the 
masses of fiesh and other things that 
might catch on the crags and rock as 
they would approach nearer the bottom 
of the pit. It was a place of constant 
fire and crawling worms—a startling 
illustration by Divine warrant to typify 
ee real Hell of the Bi!'s. Now. if you 
are told that hell has no real fire, you 
may rest assured that your informant 
gets his authority from the devil.” 


Will Burn “Forever and Ever.” 

Some timid souls have argued that 
after roasting a few weeks or perhaps 
less, there wouldn't be enough of them 
left to suffer any more, and that the 
eternity idea ts not founded upon prac- 
tical philosophy. But Brother Smith 
won't allow ‘em even that poor com- 
fort. After translating the expression 
“forever and ever” from the Greek, he 
says: 7 

“Away with this devilish doctrine of 
the annihilation of the wicked! Those 
who hold it to be true must admit, in 
logical sequence, that if the wicked are 
‘to be annihilate. then the time must 
eertainily come when the Omnipotent 
One himself will cease to exist, for He 
positively declares that the one will 
exist as long as the other. If He lives 
forever and the Inspired Record says He 
does, then the wicked burn in hell for- 
ever, and they do.”’ 

It will be news to seme that up to 
date no one has ever entered hell, not 
even the gentleman with the forked 
tail, for Elder Smith says: 

“Into this final hel) no one has ever 
yet entered. It is ‘prepared for the 
devil and his angels,’ but none of them 
fs there now. The first persons that 
will ever go into this place are the 
Beast and the False Prophet, at the 
end of the battle cf the Great Day. The 
next to go into it will be Satan him- 
self, more than a thousand years after- 
wards. And then follows the casting in 
of all the wicked, along with the Devil 
and Hades.” 

Me Warns the Preachers. 

Elder Smith's strenuous little brief 
concludes with thig timely admonition: 

“Preachers, when did you preach a

In order for the attack, the 
Confederates were compelled to charge 
over a half a mile of open ground and 
face a terrible rain of grape and can- 
nister. 

At twenty minutes past four the re- 
port of a pistol was heard, which was 
the signal for beginning the attack. 
Review Before Third Day’s Battle. 
The men had been commanded to lie 
still, and at eight o’clock, Pickett in 
company with Lee and Longstreet rode 
slowly by down along the lfong line of 
prostrate men viewing them carefully— 
the men had been forbidden to cheer 
but they voluntarily arose and stood 
silently with uncovered heads and hats 
held aloft, motionless,a long, dark line 
of men, waiting. 

How many of those rugged figures, 
standing so rigidly and soldierly there 
on that review, would when the sun 
went down behind the trouble hills 
be laid low on the plain below never 
more to be engaged in earthly battle? 
When the solemn, silent review was 
over, detachments were thrown around, 
and guns to the number of 120 cannon 
stretched along Seminary Ridge.

They quarreled in the _ post 
reom, and Waters tore the bayonet from 
the wall and used it as a weapon. 

Victoria is 37 miles from St. 
and 3 miles from De Seto. 

Captain Waters is a prisoner in the 
Jefferson County Jail at Hillsboro, 
awaiting the verdict of the coroner’s 
jury which went into session following 
the death of Patton at 1p. m. today. 

The principals in the tragedy were 
leading citizens of Victoria. Both were 
pensioners on the Government list of 
disabled old soldiers. 

Fought About Picnic. 

The old soldiers feught in the lodge 
room after quarreling about the ar- 
rangements for the picnic held today, 
of which Patton was chairman. 

Other members of the post who wit- 
nessed the fight say that Waters struck 
Patton over the head with a cane. 
Dropping this weapon, they say, he then 
ripped a bayonet from a standard on 
the wall and stabbed Patton. 

Patton staggered from the room, down 
the steps of the building and seizing a 
board lying on the sidewalk, climbed the 
stairs again and attacked Waters. Over- 
come by his weund, he sank on the 
floor and was carried from the roem. 
While excitement was high, Waters 
quietly left the room. He was arrested 
later. ; 

Friends of Patton and Waters say 
that they have net been friends since 
Waters impounded Patton's herse, which 
he found ranging at large, several days 
ago. Patton heard of the incident, and, 
geing to Waters’ premises, he released 
the horse. The old soldiers quarreled 
over this incident.

As the ciosed shop prevaltis in 
all of the printing trades a strike of the 
printers would take out all the other 
mechanical departments. 

The publishers asked the printers to 
to accept a reduction of upwards of 33 
per cent In wages and grant the open 
shop. The publishers offer $21 a week 
for night, and $19.50 for day work, as 
against ‘and & cents an hour, the 
present scale for “ad” men.

After the inquest, Coroner Radmash- 
er reported the facts to Prosecuting At- 
torney J. T. Peters, who ordered war- 
tants issued for the arrest of Mrs. Hart- 
ley and Jett. Coroner Peters stated 
that he had learned that Jett called a 
physician on the night of the child's 
death and made a hasty departure from 
the country. The Sheriff has not been 
able to find any trace of him. 

Mrs. Hartley lived on a farm with her 
father not far from Meta, a little town 
in Osage County. 

Samuel Hartley, father of the child, 
was adjudged insane some time ago 
and sent to the asylum at Fulton. He 
was recently discharged from the asy- 
lum, but upon his return to Meta, he 
filed suit for divorce. 

When Mrs. Hartley was arrested 
Monday at her father’s home she pro- 
tested stoutly that she was innocent 
of any connection with her baby's 
death. She said that she Was noi at 
home when the baby died, but admit- 
ted that she attended the midnight 
burial of the body. Since Hartley was 
sent to the asylum Mrs. Hartley . had 
lived on the farm with her father. Hart- 
ley was her second husband. 

Prosecuting Attorney Peters declares 
that he will make a full Investigation 
of the circumstances sugrounding the 
death of the child and will convene the 
grand jury to take such action as the 
evidence justifies.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 17.—Another 
day and the annual encampment of the 
Missouri National Guard will terminate. 
Each encampment shows that the 
guardsmen are becoming more and more 
like the soldiers of the regular army. 
The general appearance of the men this 
year is such that they have been high- 
ly complimented by the regular army 
officers, present. 

Capt. E. A. Hickman of the Sixth Cav- 
alry, U. S. A., who is acting as inspec- 
tor at Camp Folk this year, said that 
while the militiamen, who derive their 
living from other occupations, cannot 
be expected to remain in the pink of 


condition all the time, he desired to 
compliment the officers of the National 
Guard of Missouri on the splendid work 
they have done. 

‘“T have inspected several national!) 
guards,” he said, ‘“‘but nowhere have I 
found discipline and sanitary conditions 
that equal those here.’’ 

Capt. Hickman also complimented the 
men of Battery A on their target prac- 
tice, and said it gave a good idea of 
actual warfare. The men hauled their 
guns along a rough country road, over- 
grown with weeds and grass, and un- 
limbered them beneath ths trees. ‘The 
guns were pointed across the lake. 


Men Instructed. 


Sections 2 and 4 of Battery A partici- 
pated in the practice and each gun was 
pulled by six horses. Four horses were 
attached to each caisson. When the 
bank of.the lake was reached the horses 
were led to the rear and Lieut. P. H. 
Glassford, U. S. A., instructed the men. 
He superintended their gunning at Fort 
Riley last year, when he was attached 
to the Sixth Artillery, and now he is 
returning to West Point to become in- 
structor in gunning. 

Members of the Signal Corps were 
stationed on a rupway leading to the 
upper portion of the icehouse, where 
they watched, with binoculars, the sig¢ 
nals of others of the corps, in a launch 
near the target. A red signal flag, with 
white center, was displayed at the 
launch until the range was clear, when 
it was replaced by a flag of similar 
design, but white, with red center. “A 
white, flag, sir,’’ shouted Lieut. F. R. 
von Windegger, who headed the ice- 
house signal party, and the order was 
given gun No. 1, as the weapon near- 
est the icehouse was denominated, to 
fire. 

Gunner Van Brunt spueezed the rub- 
ber bulb operating the air mechanism 
by which the weapon Is discharged, and’ 
with a resounding roar the projectile 
whizzed across the water. Many of the 
men had filled their ears with cotton 
waste, and others observed the precau- 
tion holding open their mouths, lessen- 
ing the shock to the eardrums. The 
men watched the flight of the projec- 
tile in silence, until it struck the water 
near the target, an old boat bearing 
a white flag, and the signal corps wig- 
wagged the news that the missile had 
fallen thirtq-two yards short of the 
boat. Then they looked at each other 
with satisfaction. They knew that if 
the charge had been shrapnel, instead 
of a solid shot, the boat would have 
been riddled, and that a company of in- 
fantry, for instance, deployed over the 
same space, would have suffered severe- 
ly. 

Aim Improves. 

An instant later the other gun dis- 
charged its death-dealing missile. On 
the firing line, guns are numbered from 
the right, as one stands to the rear of 
the line, so that the second gun, being 
to the left of the one nearest the ice- 
house, was known as gun No. 2. The 
second shot was 12 yards nearer the 
target, and the men’s aim steadily {m- 
proved, until the ninth projectile struck 
within five vards of the boat. No re- 
coil Was apparent in the gun carriages, 
all of it being taken up by 4 pneumatic 
contrivance surrounding the gun bar- 
rels, which recoiled more than one foot 
at each shot, without visible disarrange- 
ment of the remainder of the cannon. 

Pratice with shrapne] served much 
better to show the effectiveness of the 
guns in warfare. In addition to the 
charge which explodes when the gun !s 
fired, the projectile in shrapnel-loaded 
shells contains a second explosive, which 
can be timed accurately, 50 as to ex- 
plode when the missile strikes the co 
get, or is near it. The shrapnel-loaded 
shells were fired yesterday so as to €X-| 
plode directly over the boat. In war 
times, the projectile could be aimed 80 


as to explode above a trench, showcfr- 
ing the enemy with fragments of gen 


or the deck of a battleship coul 
riddled in similar manner. 

Twenty shots in all, ten solid and ten 
shrapnel, were fired. Each wetghed 15 
pounds. The officers who watched the 
practice were highly pleased with the 
sections’ showing.

They charge that the messages were 
sent in bundles to the offices of destina- 
tion, and there delivered by messen- 
gers. 

They have also reported the matter to 
President Small, of the national organi- 
zation, and are awaiting instructions 
from him as to the method of pro- 
cedure. 

Eleven Leased Wire Men Out. 

Secretary Boye: of the tclegraphers 
union stated yesterday that twenty 
broker operators and six leased wire 
men are now working in St. Louis un- 
der union contracts. Eleven operators 
working on private wires are on @ 
strike. Many of the brokers’ operators 
went into general telegraphic work 
when the strike was called a week ago. 

The Western Union officials stated 
that they had 110 operators at work yes- 
terday, and would have 120 at work to- 
day. This is mere than double the num- 
ber of men left in the offices when the 
operators struck. Operators are coming 
into the city from various parts of the 
country, and are being provided for 
amply by the companies. Besides mak- 
ing big wages they are lodged at good 
hotels. 

Superintendent Mudge of the Postal 
is installing a machine which he thinks 
will prove effective as 4 strikebreaker. 
The machine is known as the Rowland 
Telegraph System, and the Postal has 
purchased the exclusive rights in this 
country. 

Machine in Men’s Place, 

This machine will be in operation Mon- 
day, and with four operators working 
in each of two offices, it is capable 
of transmitting and receiving 500 mes- 
sages an hour. It is a very simple ma- 
chine and can be operated by a stenog- 
rapher. The keyboard is the exact 
duplicate of the universal typewriter 
keyboard. The operator simply copies 


) the message, and it is printed on a roll 


of paper in the receiving office. 

These machines are also. being in- 
stalled in the New York and Chicago 
offices. Each machine is designed to 
take the place of 16 operators. 

But one wire is used by the octoplex 
type of the machine, which is being put 
in here. The machine has a capacity 
for doing as much work in 36 minutes 
as the average operator can do in a day. 
As a strikebreaker Supt. Mudge thinks 
the machine will be a success, as it 
does not belong to any telegraphers’ 
union. 


Employing Operators. 
The management of both companies 


take an optimistic view of the situation. 
They are employing all the good aper- 
ators they can find, but Chief Operator 
Bellman of the Western Union gays that 
he is turning men away every day. 
Even under existing conditions, he says, 
he will not employ any drinking oper- 
ator. 

The strikers are confident of victory. 
They are very much gratified over the 
success of their efforts in signing up 
union contracting with the brokers and 
leased wire users. 

Not one of the strikers has made ap- 
plication for reinstatement and many of 
them declare that unless the strike is 
won they will quit telegraphy. 

“We could not be in a better situa- 
tion,” said Mal Doyle, chairman of the 
Executive Board. “Money is coming 
in plentifully. None of the boys are 
needing financial assistance now, but we 
desire te increase our strike fund, be- 
cause we don’t know how long we may 
have to stay out. Our men are orderly, 
attend strictly to their own business. 


and are not making any trouble for 
anybody. 

No Trouble Among Men. 
“The fact that we have been on a 


strike a week and not one complaint ef 
disorderly conduct has been made cer- 
tainly speaks well for the strikers. We 
are going on this way and fight out the 
battle.”’ 

For the first time since the strike. the 
operators did not have a+ meeting last 
night. Instead they attetnded the ben- 
efit performance at Mannion's Park. The 
management of the park offered to con- 
tribute one-half the proceeds of the 
night's performance toe the strike fund.

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painting, the “Duchess of Devon- 
shire,’’ which had been stolen by 
Adam Worth from an art gallery in 
London. The theft occurred May 26, 
1876, and for 25 years the thief and 
the location of the famous painting 
were unknown. Worth was the most 
ramarkable, most successful and most 
dangerous professional criminal of 
modern times. Mr. Pinkerton said of 
him that in his 50 years of crime he 
had stolen $3,000,000 and wascaught 
only once. The Gainsborough was 
valued at $60,000 and was on exhi- 
bition in a gallery upon the second 
floor of a building upon a crowded 
street. 

One foggy night Worth and an ac- 
complice stopped in front of the build- 
ing, Worth mounted upon his com- 
panion’s . shoulders, climbed upon a 
sign, entered a window, cut the paint- 
ing from its frame, rolled it up and 
escaped. The picture was discovered 
25 years afterward by Pinkerton and 
was recovered. 

Robert A. Pinkerton was always on 
tke lookout for thieves and an inci- 
dent of his wide acquaintance with 
them is related as follows by his 
brother, William A. Pinkerton: 

“Rapped to Cregan. 

“One day while strolling with my 
brother. Robert, in the public park at 
Nice, France, he observed a m&n with 
a golf cap and knee breeches who 
looked like an ESnglish tourist, but my 
brother recognized him as James Cre- 
gan, one of the most expert forgers who 


ever lived.” 

| Near the end of a lifetime spent in 
hunting crooks of all kinds Robert A. 
Pinkerton wrote: 

“It does not pay to steal. We have 
had to do with the conviction of thou- 
sands of criminals, and today I do not 
know of one of them out of prison who 
has anv money.” 

News reached St. Louis yesterday of 
Pinkerton’s death on the steamship Bre- 
men, Aug. 12, while he was on his way 
to Germany for his health.

DELIRIOUS WOMAN . 
FICHTS TO DROWN 


Mrs. Schultz, Waist Deep in Mis- 
sissippi, Struggles to Pre- 
vent Rescue. 








Waist deep in the Mississippi River, 
Mrs. Cora Schultz of 2227 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, who sought, in delirium, to 
drown herself, fought desperately yes- 
terday with a man who waded out to 
rescue her : 

Mrs. Schuitz is 43 years old. She had 
been ijl several weeks, but her health 
improved, and the attending physician 
gave her permission to take a walk. She 
left her home during the morning and 
walked east. Fatigue and the unaccus- 


tomed exposure apparently brought on 
delirium. She walked two miles to the 
foot of Lesperance street. 

Without stopping Mrs. Schultz plungea 
into the water and walked until it rose 
above her waist. She was seen by 
Louis Schroeder of 165 Victor strget, 
who seized her. The woman turned on 
hin. For a few minutes a desperate 
struggle ensued. The sick woman, in 
her delirium, was determined to die in 
the water, but Schroeder at last dragged 
her to the bank. 

She was taken home and suffered a re- 
lapse. Her condition is critical.

The present season has not been finan- 
clally successful. The refusal of the 
railroads to give excursion rates and 
fo excursions is held mainly to blame.

Discount of $2.66 on Each 
$100 Due Will Be Won 
by Early Birds. 





The city expects to collect in taxes a 
total of $7,404,653 this year on an as- 
sessed valuation of $510,665,770. The first 
payments will be made ty property 
Owners on Sept. 1, when a discount of 
$2.66 on each $100 taxes due will be al- 
lowed. 

Of the total collections real.estate will 
yield $5,615,472.71, on an assessed valua- 
tion of $387,273,980; and personalty, $1,267,- 
170.95 on valuation of $87,391,790. Tele- 
phone, telegraphs, bridges. and steam 
and street railroads will pay $522,000 on 
a valuation of $36,000,000. These sums 
are in addition to collections for the 
State and the public schools. 








Of the whole amount of $7,404,653 which 
the city will gather from its citizens, $5,- 
€17,323 will be used for general expenses, 
including that of governing the city. 

Sinking funds, the payment of debt 
&énd interest and the maintenance Of 
the public libraries and the public mu- 
seum will require $787,330. 











The distinction of being the largest 
taxpayer among: corporations belongs to 
the United Railways Co. It will pay a 
total of $405,763.48 to State and city. Of 
this amount $271,192.28 will be used for 
the general expenses of municipal gov- 
ernment. The John E. Liggett estate 
pays taxes on an assessment of $4,997,- 
040, which puts it at the head of its 
class. 

Some of the city and State officials 
pay the smallest suins on the Collector’s 
books. Ten dollars is the least assess- 
ment. placed on real estate. On that 
valuation the State and city gets 22 
cents. Fourteen cents will be the city’s 
ehare.

MOUNTED DISTRICT 
SPLIT IN TWAIN

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New Twelfth Will Include Central 
Portion of Extreme 
West End. 











Maps defining the boundaries of the 
several police districts since the estab- 
lishment of the new Twelfth District 
were completed Saturday by Building 
Commissioner Smith. The new division 
is carved from the Mounted and tne 
Tenth districts, and lies along the west- 
ern edge of the city about midway be- 
tween the North and South ends. 

There are about six square miles of 
territory in the new district. It em- 
braces all that. section between the 
north boundary of Forest Park and Lin- 
del] avenue, on the south, King's high- 
way on the east, North Market street 
on the north and the city limits on the 
west. That part lying between Union 
avenue and King’s highway was form- 
erly in the Tenth District, 

The Mounted District is divided by the 
new police division. The section from 
Forest Park to the southern limits of 
the city wili be patroled by men report- 





ing to the main station in the park. The 
northern half will report to the Baden 
station. 

The aew station house will be as near 
the center of the district as possible. 
This probably will be in the neighbor- 
hood of Belt avenue and the Suburban 
tracks. 

The cost of the new building has not 
been determined. It probably will be 
about $60,000. Its architectural des'ga 
will follow that of the new headquar- 
ters’ building on Twelfth street.

He raises the question as to the va- 
lidity of the expenditure of thousands 
of dollars for construction, declaring 
that the Legislature has no power to 

make an appropriation for more than 
two years at a time and that two Le ‘gis- 
latures have sat without a®ting on the 
Statehouse appropriation matter. His 
opinion, in part, follows: 

“You state that you have paid the 
architect and expenses of the commis- 
sion, as directed by Act of April 16, 
1903. at a total cost of $154,134.77: 
that you let the contr&ct for the com- 
pletion of the building to Caldwell & 
Drake for $947,854, and desire my opin- 
ion as to whether or not you are au- 
thorized to have said building complet- 
ed and. pay the sum agreed therefor out 
of the appropriation, the whole amount 
being approximately $1,110,000. 

“A specific appropriation by the Leg- 
islature is an absolute prerequisite to 
the drawing from or payment out of 
the treasury of any amount of money 
tiierein.

“According to Section 10, of the said 
Act, ‘the sum of one million dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, 
be and the same is hereby appropriated 
for the purpose of completing the new 
State Capitol building.’

“But a direct authority for the State 
Capitol commissioners to make a con- 
tract not to exceed one million dollars 
for the completion of the new state 
capitol is not an appropriation of that 
or any other amount. Neither is any 
usuage, however long continued, of pay- 
ing money out of any fund in the trea~ 
sury without an appropriation a justl- 
fication or excuse for futher disre- 
garding the law and continuing to do 
so. No appropriation has been made, 
according to the law, except of the one 
million dollars. 

“There is no reason for saying that 
the appropriation did not expire, lapse, 
become unavailable at the end of two 
years from the time that it was made, 
or on April 16, 1905. There has been no 
appropriation of money since that date 
and no money has been legally expended 
upon the work of the capitol since the 
expiration of said appropriation. 

“This department will not say more 
money can be expended for such pur- 
pose than was appropriated, nor will it 
Say that the money now in the state 
capitol fund in the treasury can be 
paid for the completetion of the work, 
except by an act of the Legislature 4s 
appropriating it in accordance with the 
Constitutional requirements.”

At the same time he has given large- 
ly to other colleges throughout the coun- 
try, his gifts to them, for the most part 
being conditional on thelr raising at 
least as miuch more elsewhere. His 
gifts to the University of Chicago have 
been outright. 

It was after he beeame the patron of 
the University of Chicago that Mr. 
Rockefeller’s attention was directed by 
President Harper and others te the need 
for educational activity among the 
negroes of the South. He made his 
first large centribution—$1,000,000—to the 
Southern Education Board in 1901. 

To the General Education Board in 
190 he gave $10,000,000, and in February, 
1907, he announced a further donation 
ef $32,000,000. .This doubtless was the 
largest sum ever given by one individual 
for a specific purpose. This unsurpassed 
donatien brings his aggregate contri- 
bution to the General Education Board 
up to. $43,000,000. 

The. General Education Board, up to 
the present, has been distributing the 
interest on its fund among a large num-7f” 
ber of smaller colleges. Each city of 
100,000 should have a college, Mr. Rocke- 
feller says. So a chain of colleges is 
likely to be established in the smaller 
cities which have none, principally in 
the South and West. Industrial develop- 
ment is the keynote of the General Ed- 
ucation: Beard. Schools of trade and 
agriculture are to be stimulated espe- 
cially.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 17.—Five 
thousand persons saw a boy fall 1000 
feet from a baloon this afternoen and 
dash to pieces on top of a factory 
building in the outskirts of the city.

French fearlessly locked himself in the 
“cannon” and the balloon was cut 
loose. There was a breeze blowing off 
the Sound and this carried the big gas- 
bag inland. The combined weight of 
the cannon and the boy inside seemed to 
make it unmanageable. 

When 1000 feet up there was a flash 
of smoke, and the throngs running in 
the wake of the balloon saw a dark 
object shoot downward with incredible 
speed. The parachute did not open.

It is the general testimony of those 
who have been brought in close contact 
with Mr. Rockefeller that ne likewise 
has followed, more <losely than the or- 
dinary public benefactor, that other 
scripture maxim in regard to the right 
and the left hand in the act of giving.

Mr Rockefeller’s reputation among 
professional gift hunters is that of an 
“easy mark; that is, if approached 
cautiously and yet frankly and plausibly 
through preperly accredited channels 
he gives up generously and much more 
easily than the great steel king whose 
benefactions rival those of the founder 
and preserver of the Standard Oil Co. 

John i». Rockefeller’s charity has as- 
sumed four great forms of expression: 

Church and Mission work..$15,900,000 

The General and Southern 

Education boards 

The University of Chicago.. 22,000,900 

The Rockefeller Institute.... 2,000,000 

Private .gifts to schools, individuals, 
churches, parks, hospitals, societies and 
reformatory and benevolent institutions 
have absorbed the rest of the $100,000,000. 

Built Up Cleveland Church, 

During the first quarter century of 
his business career, Mr. _Rockefeller’s 
charities did not extend beyond church 
and missionary work. He began his 
activities in that direction in Cleveland, 
where he gradually built up, with other 
rich Baptists, splendidly equipped. 
church and parish. He has. always 
considered Cleveland his home city, and 
given large amounts nearly 
every one of the public’ institutions 
there, including the parks.

CRONE GIVES REASONS FOR 
OPPOSING SOUTH SIDE SITE 


Real Estate Agent Says Proposed 
Location Is Too 
Isolated. 


On the grounds of economy, conven- 
ience and safety to navigation, Charles 
Cc. Crone, a real estate dealer and 
spokesman for the North End interests, 
opposes Chouteau avenue as a ‘site for 
the free bridge. He commends the 
House of Delegates for its action in ap- 
pointing a committee to investigate the 
econditions which, it is alleged, will have 
to be overcome in building the east ap- 
proach of the bridge, and urges that a 
location be chosen farther north. 

Mr. Crone made this statement 








to a 


, reporter for the Post-Dispatch. 
He is also} 


“This is a question of great impor- 
tance—not only for the north and south 
sides, but fer the whole city. The House 
of Delegates has done a wise thing in 
appointing a committee to carefully in- 
vestigate the matter. These gentlemen 
will satisfy themselves and make 
ports before a final determination 
reached, 

“The site should be as central as pos- 
sible, time and distance is a most 
important desideratum in the transac- 
tion of the vast commerce of the city. A 
location near the Eads Bridge would be 
preferable from every point of view. 
The approaches at this point, on either 
side of the river, would be sure and 
safe; convenient, less costly and not 
surpassed by any other point. 

‘Chonteau avenue is entirely out of 
range for commercial purposes or trav- 
et by railway or otherwise. The im- 
mense cost of the approaches, both on 
the east and west sides of the river, at 
this point, would be an insurmountable 
harrier to its selection as the proper 
site for the bridge. The topography of 
the land on the east, as well as the 
west side, at this point is most objec- 
tionable. Let us have more central 
location by all means. 

“Before the joint committee was ap- 
pointed by the Council and House of 
Delegates to make the selection for the 
free bridge, I met Mr. Perkins of the 
Mayor's commission, at a meeting at 
the City Hall. At that time It was a 
question whether the bridge could be 
built for $3,500,000, and Mr. Perkins then 
remarked to me that the bridge could 
be built for less money north of the 
Eads Bridge than at Chouteau avenue; 
that eventually the railroads would have 
to build their own bridge on the south 
side. 

“Oct. 4and 5 a convention will be held 
at Memphis, by the Lakes to Gulf Deep 
Waterways Association. All governors, 
mayors and commercial organizations 
of the entire Mississippi Valley have 
been invited and it loeks as though 
something will be done with the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

“Should the deep water way become 
an accomplished fact, shall we cut off 
ocean vessels from landing at this har- 
bor by building a bridge on Chouteau 
avenue, and therebly bulld up Caron- 
delet and the south part of the city at 
the cost and detriment of the city 
proper?

Four hundred tone of landscape 
were torn by dynamite from the 
brow of a lofty crag and dropped 


with the sound of many thunders 150 


feet into the Workhouse quarry yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The roar of the mighty. fall was 
heard ¢en blocks. Its vibration start- 
ed a river swell that lifted the big 
Cleveland float being towed up- 
stream for the Roosevelt cruise. The 
gound, recolling on the cliffs a nfile 
inland from the Illinois shore; rolled 
back upon the city with redoubled 


shock. 

Fragments of five and six tons 
were etched against the sky for the 
fraction of a second, then rained like 


meteors from a yellow cloud of dyna- 
mite gas. Windows rattled six blocks 
away from the greatest blast ever 
fired in St. Louis. 
A quarter of a mile from the vast 
upheaval only eight persons waited 
for Quarry Boss Morgan Hooley’s fin- 
er to press a key that sent the elec- 
ric spark on its mission of destruc- 
tion. 

Twenty-two drill holes, each 12 
feet deep and loaded with 200 pounds 
of nitro-glycerine, had been sunk fif- 
teen feet back from the edge of the 
highest precipice overhanging the 
quarry. hey made a chain off ex- 
plosive 100 feet along the summit. 

Twenty-two fuses crept like ser- 
pents from these holes to a _ point 
wher they were spliced into one fuse 
and carried 100 feet away into the 

retty garden of the Workhouse. 

here Hooley guarded the key. 


Railroad Men Warned, 


Pickets he railway tracks skirt- 
ing the river, gave their warning to 
approaching trains. Drivers of wa- 

ons were halted on the streets lead- 
ng to the river upon either side of 
the Workhouse. The yawning crater 
of the quarry was wueserted by the 
prisoners who had drilled the holes. 

Supt. Dawson, standing far out ona 
promintory running into the stream 
from the north, gave the word to pre- 
pare for a blast. tigure of a man 
with arms pointed to the sky ap- 
peared for an instant on the mud bank 
above the doomed crag. Those whe 
waited knew that the man at the key 
had seen the signal. 

There wns a minute of intense si- 
lence, only broken by the chug of the 
Cleveland ascending the stream. The 
‘craft was directly opposite the cliff 
that was to be shot to fragments. 

Without a sound, the entire top of 
the crag arose and floated in the air 
as if borne by wings. Tons remained 
suspended for an instant. There was 
a dull boom, the unrolling of a huge 
ball jof saffron vapor and then the 
rain of dislocated scenery. 

It struck the stone floor of the 
quarry with a sound that jarred the 
teeth and deafened the eardrum. It 
was not one terrific impact, but a 

rolonged downpour of tumult, ending 
mn a thunderburst o. vibration that 
gent out a thousand rumbling thrills.

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JOE GANS SHOULD BEAT 
BRITT IN A SQUARE BOUT 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 17.—Jimmy 
Britt’s return to popularity in Cali- 
fornia will be made complete should 
he succeed in beating Joe Gans on 
Sept. 9 at San Francisco. Britt's vic- 
tory over Battling Nelson was hailed 
with delight by the “native son” fol- 
lowers, and as a victory over Gans 
would give Britt a clear title to the 
lightweighf championship, his sup- 
porters are particularly anxious tuat 
he should win.

LONDON, ihe 17.—There died. in 
comparative poverty, in a dingy flat in 
equalid Kensington road this week, Dr. 
Orazio Lugo, once famous American 
citizen who fought with Grant and Gari- 
baldi. 

He assisted Lerd Kelvin in his tele- 
phene discoveries, superintended the 
laying ef one of the Atlantic cables, and 
was at one time a close friend of Am- 
bassador Joseph F. Choate, who always 
kept Lugo’s photo on his desk at the 
embassy. He won by invention several 
fortunes but lost them in commercial 
adventures. He was ever cheer@ul, san- 
guine and intensely proud. 

Lugo was born in 1820, in Venice, at 
his father’s palace on the Grand Canal. 
His mother, the Countess Rovigo, was a 
cousin of Covour, the great statesman. 
Christened by the patriarch of Venice, 
he came at last te be burisd in an ob- 
scure English graveyard. 


A Warrior at 18. 
A graduate of Pauda, he achieved an 


henorary degree in America by his work 
en the optical nerve. He served, when 
only 18, in the first great battle of ’39 
at Santa Lucia. His three brothers 
were killed at Magenta, and he himself 
was dangerously wounded at Solferino. 

He went to America after the con- 
fiscation of his estates In Italy with a 
letter to Mr. Yznaga, grandfather of 
Counsuelo Vanderbilt, the Duchess of 
Marlborough. Subsequently he saved 
Yznaga’s life in a squall on Lake 
George. For a time Lugo was prefessor 
of chemistry in New York University. 
He agitated for the right of women to 
become medical students. Among his 
friends was Samuel Barlow, Charles A. 
Dana, William Cullen Eryant and 
Thomas F. Bayard. 

He called once at a hotel where Gen. 
Grant was staying, and sent in his card. 
Many politicians were waiting in the 
/ lobby. The General came out and tak- 
ing Lugo by the arm led him within. 

“Gentlemen,” said Grant to those in 
“waiting, ‘here is a man who could al- 

ays get anything from me he wished, 
th who never asked me for anything.’” 


; Unselfish, Died Poor, 
* This was the keynote of Lugo’s char- 


acter. He was heroically unselfish and 
quixotically disinterested. Hence he 
died poor. 

Becoming naturalized in the United 
States, he enlisted in the Civil War in 
1861, in the Seventy-first regiment. One 
Ynight he was captured by the confed- 
erates while removing electric torpedoes 
in the Rappahannock and was sentenced 
te be shot as a spy. Instead, he was 
transferred from one military prison to 
anether for six months and then sent to 
sea with a bleckade runner who was 
privately instructed to throw him over- 
board. A brother Mason revealed the 
pilot. A war frigate captured the block- 
ade runner and Lugo was saved.

Lugo found time for valuable scientific 
Tesearch. He took out over cne hundred 

ts which netted him asfortune. He 

‘made artificial diamonds, but the pro- 

was toe costly for commercial tse.

COURT 10 DEFINE 
HARTMANN S POWER 


Right of Mulvihill’s Clerk to Re- 
voke Saloon Licenses 
Questioned. 


The deputized power of M. J. Hart- 
mann, clerk in Excise Commissioner 
Mulvihill’s office, to revoke saloon li- 
censes, will be pa: J upon by the 
courts, when argument is heard on 
Chester H. Krum’s petition for a writ 
of certiorari to review Hartmann’s re- 
vocation of the HMcense of Thomas 
Ely, proprietor of the Portland Hotel. 

Hartmann revokel Ely’s licenseAug. 
12, during the absence of Commis- 
sioner Mulvihill, who is still out of 
the city. Legal authorities who have 
made a search of the statute govern- 
ing the Excise Commissioner's office, 
declare that it is extremely doubtful 


whether any revocation by Hartmann 
will stand. Hartmann has revoked 
three licenses since “Mulvihill has 
been away. 

In the statute creating the ofiice 
there is no provision for the dele- 
gation of the commissioner’s power to 
any member of his office force, neither 
does it make any mention of a deputy 
with authority to assume the duties 
of the commissioner in the event of 
his absence or Inability. 

Lawyers point to the principle that 
“a person to whom power is delegated 
cannot delegate that power to anoth- 
er.” Quotations from Mechem, an ac- 
cepted authority, emphasizing that 
while the commissioner’s duties are 
ministerial, there must be some ex- 
pressed or implied authority to war- 
rant him transferring his powers to a 
suBordinate. The questions of the ex- 
ercise of discretion and judgment also 
enter into consideration, lawyers say, 
fitness for office being the qualification 
upon which it is presumed the Ex- 
cise Commissioner is chosen.

BUCHAREST, Aug. 17.—The Standard 
Oil Co. has won its fight for the Rou- 
manian coal lands. The victory is so 
sudden, so complete, that political men 
of Roumania were astonished when they 
heard of it. The party press of the 
various political parties seems to be 
unable to say anything on the subject. 
Standard Oil has taken the country by 
surprise. The large Roumanian pe- 
troleum and oil concerns do not deny 
that they are now practically under the 
sole control of Rockefeller’s representa- 
tives. 

The victory of Standard Oil is con- 
sidered so much the greater since King 
Charles was known to side with the 
German interests as against the Ameri- 
can Oil Trust. 

King Opposed Rockefeller Company. 

The fight for the Roumanian ofl lands 
by the Standard Oil Co. began several 
years ago. Peter Carp, who was at the 
time Premier, was the first one to take 
up the matter with the representative of 
John D. Rockefeller, a Mr. Porter. It 
is said, however, that King Charles was 
influenced by the Kaiser against Stand- 
ard Oil and for the German interests. 
The negotiations with the American oil 
men were dropped and European finan- 
clers profiting by the fight made in Rou-

would help Standard Oil in its fight all 
cencerned would be the gainers. The 
result was that Deutsch Bank and Dis- 
conto ,two of the most important bank- 
ing establishments in Europe, were won 
ever to the site of the Americans. The 
Standard Oil Co. also formed a trust, to- 
gether with the European Petroleum 
Union, which had been established in 
Berlin about a year ago. It is said that 
this bedy was organized by fepre- 
sentatives of the Standard Oil Co. 

When the union was formed, a year 
ago, it was supposed to have as its main 
pur) the fight against the Americans.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 17.—Czar 
Nicholas’ summer palace at Peterhof is 
everrunning with men and wormen who 
see visions and dream dreams. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent told 
twe months ago how three such _§per- 
sons absorbed most of the Emperor's 
time. Now they swarm there. One of 
the original trio was “the Red Woman 
of Samara,’ devout and chaste; anoth-

The Czar's mother, who has a very 
level head, is thoroughly disgusted, and 
her relations with her son have become 
so strained that she theratens to go to 
her old home in Denmark again in or- 
der to get away from ‘a lot of schem- 
ers, half mad, the other half rogues.”

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TURKISH DOCTOR SAYS 
TIMIDITY OF ORIENTALS 
IS REALLY A DISEASE 


Despotism. of Father Remembered 
by Child During All Stages 
in Its Life. 

BUCHAREST, Aug. 17.—According to 
Dr. Damoglu, a native of Turkey, the 
Turks and all other Oriental nations 
suffer from a hereditary disease which 
makes them timid. He has given years 
to the study of the subject and being 
himself a Turk, he speaks with some 
authority. Among other things Dr. 
Damoglu said, in a recent lecture be- 
fore the Roumanian Psychological So- 
ciety: 

“Timidity among Orientals is not un- 
usual. It is a disease from which 80 per 
cent of them suffer. It is hereditary 
The principal cause of the disease is 
the educational system of the Oriental 
countries. 

“In Turkey and Egypt, as well as in 
other parts of the Orient there are ex- 
ceptions, but the rule is only proven by 
the exceptions. As a rule, parents rear 
their children under peculiar circum- 
stances. There are a few instances in 
which Oriental parents are tender and 
loving toward their children. The father 
of the family in the Orient is a despot 
in his household. The traditions require 
the children to be silent in the pres- 
ence of their fathers. 

“This state of affairs naturally spreads 
everywhere. The teacher and _ pupils, 
servants and masters, etc., observe the 
same relations toward each other as 
father and child. It is not unusual when 
a pupil asks a question in school for the 
teacher to answer brusquely: ‘Shut your 
mouth,’ Good will, gentleness, kindness 
from the older to the younger are sel- 
dom seen in the Orient. 

“Kor many centuries this state of af- 
airs has been going on and it is no won- 
der that the Oriental nations have ac- 


quired this loathsome disease called

Blossoms of White Tulips Have

PARIS, Aug. 17.—Grasses have be- 
come even more popular than ever in 
the realm of millinery, and these are 
so often used as the sole trimming to 
a hat that it Is sometimes difficult to 
discover what is a feathered ornament 
and what is, in fact, nothing more than 
a travestied imitation of the common 
hedgerow weeds. Silver grasses are 
even more popular than those in oak- 
brown or natural shades, and these are 
arranged in clusters on one side, or are 
massed in the front of the hat after the 
fashion of heron’s plumes, converging 
from a point in the exact center and 
spreading over the crown and brim on 
either side.

DEATH IN ST. LOUIS NOW,

Undertakers were not working under 
heavy pressure last week. It was dis- 
tinctly a period of triumph for the stork 
and his retinue. 

In the seven days ending yesterday 
171 deaths were reported. That number 
was smaller by three than for the 
previous week, while the births were 316, 
or 58 in he ae of those credited to the 
community in the seven days ending 
Aug. ll. In the earlier days of the week 
the stork was distributing young Amer- 
icans at the rate of 60 every 24 hours. 

Cupid’s record for last week was 116 
marriages, as against 113 the previous 
six days. This is the little fellow’s dull 
season, although business with him is 
better than it was in the corresponding 
month a year ago. 

With only two days of extremely 
warm weather there were, nevertheless, 
five deaths from heat prostration last 
week. This was four more than during 
the previous se. n days, and one less 
than for the;week ending Aug. 3. 

Typhoid Increases. 
Typhoid fever caused a heavier mor-

tality last week than during any other 
like period since July 28. Four deaths 
were assigned to that disease last week 
and three the week before. 

Tuberculosis decreased in deadliness 
last week. During the seven days end- 
ing yesterday, 15 person died of. the 
malady. A week ago victims were 
claimed. In the week ending Aug. 3, 17 
deaths from tuberculosis were recorded. 

Deaths from accident were fewer last 
week than for almost a month. Only 
seven were recorded, against eight 
the prevfous week and 24 for the week 
ending Aug. 3. There were two suicides 
and two homicides last week; two sui- 
cides and one homicide in the week end- 
ing Aug. 3.

ASHIONABLE West End St. Louis now has a 
‘free dweller’’ whose domestic arrangements 
approach very closely to the “back to nature” 

ideal. Indeed, they almost hark back to that dim an- 
tiquity of which Darwin speaks when our simian an- 
cestry swung from cocoa palms by curly ta''s 

The “tree dweller” is Minor Young, who has charge 
of the refrigeration at a fashionable hote! opposite 
Forest Park. His airy couch hangs on steel bands 
from four trees, which seemed to have been arranged 
by nature for the very use to which “the tree dwell- 
er” has put them. 

To this lofty bed is attached a rope ladder, up and 
down which Young climbs with the speed and agility 
of a sailor, if not of our Darwinian ancestors. Once 
in his bed high among the foliage, Young cares naught 
for wind and rain and cold. He smacks his lips at the 
taste of the Ozone and declares life in the trees to be 
healthier, happier and ‘in every way more desirable 
than sordid existence in a house. 

Physicians who have heard of his aerial bedcham- 
ber admit that Young will be healthy because of it, 
but say he could have obtained equa) advantages by 
sleeping On a second-story porch or in a big, clean 
room with cross ventilation. They heartily indorse 
sleeping in the fresh air, however, and pronounce 
fresh alr to ‘be as essential to health and open air 
sleeping & means not only of keeping well. but of at- 
taining rugged vitality. 

Young's experiment {s attracting much attention in 
the neighborhood where his nest is hung. He ex-

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pects many converts soon and hopes to see “‘tre. ti 
dwellers’’ in great numbers in the grounds of the. 
firistocratic homes situated in that vicinity. 

The idea of a bedchamber in the trees is not orig- 
inal with Young. It has been tried with great success 
by other men seeking that most desirable of ail 
wealth—robust health. While such exposure is not 
recommended by physicians for persons of delicate 
heaith, it is looked upon with favor by them for per- 
reasonably strong. 

Fresh air is one of the most important factors in 
the treatment of consumptives, but in cases of that 
diesase, the patient is usually made to sleep either in 
a tent, Open to the air, or on a breezy veranda. Ofte 
in the case of the consumptive windbreaks are erected 
and his sleeping quarters are so arranged as to pro- 
tect him from rain and damp and drafts. 

But for a person not actually ill, the tree sleeping 
has manifold advantages. The climbing up and down 
is excellent exercise, not only hardening the muscles 
but tending to grace and agility of movement, and 
slumber in the open air among the rustling boughs 
renders the sleeper hardy and strong. . 
great endurance. 

A department employe in Washington, D. C., some 
years ago built a house in a tree top on the outskirts 
of the city, where it attracted much attention. At the 
World's Fair in St. Louls a family of Filipinos built 
a nipa house In a big tree in the Washington Uni- 
versity grounds. Whole tribes in the islands live in 
this way the year round 
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HERE has been an epi- 
demic of ‘‘disappear- 
ances’’ in St. Louis and 

vieinity this year. Today the 
names of more than a dozen 
persons stand on the police rec- 
ords accompanied by statements 
that these are sought by their 
families. 

Besides the disappearances 
‘reported to the police, it is be. 
lieved, there have been many 
more cases that have been given 


ho publicity. The growing fre- 
quency of these disappearances 
presents a sociological problem 
and a mystery in the drama of 
life that seems baffling. 


¥ NW many {instances the man or woman 

who disappears leaves absolutely no 

“tlew behind that ‘vould give an 
inkling as to whither they have gone 
or Why. They vanish as suddenly, as 
completely and as mysteriously as 
théugh they never had existed at all. 
They are seen on a street corner, at 
a Store, on their own doorstep, and 
then all trace of them is lost. 

Often the vanishing one has every- 
thing to make life worth while—affiu- 

» affection, health, friends and hap- 
r! In such cases the motive for 
“msappearing ix impossible even to con- 
colve, 

There are few persons, however. who 
have not felt at some time in their 
lives a longing to fade out of sight and 
begin everything all over again, under 
a Rew and fictitious name, in new sur- 
roundings, with new ambitions and in 
neW fields of endeavor. There is a 
stfange fascination about this idea. Per- 
haps, with some persons it becomes so 
tong that it actually leads them to 

cagt aside all that they are and al) they 
po@sess and go out into the great mys- 
tery which is unknown to them and 
witere they themselves will be un- 
known. 

_ Fascination of the Unknown.

The unknown possesses a powerful 
fageination.

It hae «a 
myriad advantage not enjoyed tin the

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ter’s defects, so the restiess soul be- 
lieves. 

And the deluded one plunges blindly 
out into the hazy world, changing the 
style of his hair, growing a mustache, 
adopting a false name and eagerly 
chasing the will-o’-the-wisp of happi- 
ness and peace of mind. 

The unknown, full of its splendid mi- 
rages, its fata morgana, allures; the 
known and the familiar palls and de- 
presses and weighs down with its mono- 
tony. 

How sweet it would be, many a poor, 
Ccluded heart says to itself, to shake off 
the old name and the old identity, like 
garments, and to leave the old sur- 
roundings as one would leave a dull and 
gloomy prison and go forth into the 
brilliant, wonderful wortd that seems to 
their distorted fancy to lie just beyond 
the horizon of the little lives. 

And go they go, a huspand and father, 
a son, a Gaughter, a mother, a brother, 
some breadwinners with grave responsi- 
bilities, some in the heyday of their 
youth. They fade away into the dim- 
ness and aré reported among “the miss- 
ing.’’ 

Illness May Be Cause. 

Often, the disappearance is not the 
result of a deliberate plan, is preceded 
by no reflection and consideration, but 
merely is the outgrowth of an intelli- 
g@wence actually disordered by illness, 
trouble or grief. 

The mind loses consctousness of its 
own identity. The victim forgets who 
he is, forgets all his ties, forgets his 
home and the familiar faces and wan- 
ders aimlessly out into the great world 
with no very definite ideas in his head, 
or at best a curious illusion that he is 
someone very different from what he 
really is. 

There have been instances of this kind 
where the wanderer succeeded in busi- 
ness, married and reared a family, ut- 
terly oblivious to and forgetful of the 
years that preceded his venture into the 
unknown. Perchance the mystery vl- 
timately is dispelled—it often is—by ac- 
cidental meeting with someone who 
knew him in the long ago and who re- 
members his mysterious disappearance. 

Only too often these disappearances 


are tinged by a deep and ‘touching | 


pathos. Such was the case when Wil- 
liam H. Marshall, @ carpenter, vanished 
from his humble home at 1617 North 
Seventh street, St. Louis. 

About the middle of July he went to 
work as usual one day and did not 
come back. Mis wife and two little 
girls were heart-broken over his disap- 
pearence. The little girls prayed dally 
for hie eafe return. This was their 
praver:

“Dear God, piease send my papa to! Cunningham wrote the 
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mamma and sister and me. We love 
him so much, and he was always 80 
good to us, dear God. We will never 
be happy any more until he comes.” 

The elder child said of her missing 
parent: “‘My papa went away to work 
and as he did not come home at the 
time he always used to come, we 
thought he was yet working. When he 
never came at all my poor, sick mamma 
was crazy with grief for fear he was 
hurt and she looked all next day for 
him. He has not yet come and we are 
afraid we will never see our papa again. 

‘We cry all the time, for there is a 
place vacant in our sad. broken home 
that can never be filled. We never fail 
to .ix his place at the table, but there 
is no papa there. 

“My mamma is sick. If mv poor papa 
only knew that my little sister and I 
pray to our Heavenly Father to send 
him back to us he would not stay away. 
My papa was so-good to my mamma 
and sister and me, and if he would only 
come back we would be so happy 
again. We love our papa so much it 
breaks our hearts for him to stay away,

Mrs. Ella Wilson, his mother, said 
of him: “He was such a good boy—did 
n care to run on the streets and never 
staved out at nights—I cannot believe 
that he is staying away voluntarily. I 
feel sure that he is either dead or has 
been injured and ir lying in some hos- 
pital, unable to tell who he is so that 
word may be sent to me.’” 

She described him to the police as 
being 5 feet 1 inch in height, heavy 
build, blue eyes, light: curly hair and 
was dressed in dark blue trousers, pale 
blue shirt, b'ack coat and cap. The po- 
lice were unable to obtain*any trace of 
him. 

Often it is a daughter instead of a son 
who vanishes and the concern of parents 
and relatives is even greater then. There 
was much that was inexplicable and 
mysterious in the Gisappearance of Miss 
Minnie Gorg, aged 15, who was lost to 
sight suddenly in the latter part of 
July. 

Had No Care Nor Heartache 

This girl was In the best of spirits. 
Her home life was happy and, so far ae 
her parents knew, ehe had neither a 
care nor a heartache in the world. Her 
father, August Gorg, told the police 
that she had no sweetheart and did not 

‘‘gzo"’ with boys. 

On the evening of her disappearance 
she brought some kindling in for het 
mother. She was bareheaded and garbed 
in the plain and simple attire she al- 
ways wore when attending to house- 
hold duties. When the hour for the 
evening meal came she had vanished 
without even taking her hat. 

She was described to the police as 
being 6 feet 2 inches tall, weighing 1% 
pounds and having dar® complexion with 
black hair and eyes. Her dress Was 
pink. 

Some days tater she returned to her 
home of her own accord. 

Unusual features surrounded the dis- 
appearance of pretty Daisy Bayles, 1¢- 
year-old daughter of Lincoln G. Bayles 
of 248 Old Manchester road, St. Louis. 
One day recently she failed to return 
from work. Her parents were told that 
on the evening of her disappearance 
she was with a married man, but this 
man protested that he was ignorant of 
her whereabouts. The affair distressed 
and alarmed the girl’s parents and pus- 
gzled the police. 

The police held the married man for 
a time until his connection with the 
case could be investigated. He was re- 
‘eased finally, the police having come 
to the conclusion that he was not re- 
sponsible for the girl’s absence. 

#he, too, came after a search had been 
made. 

It happons many times that disappear- 
ances are belleved to be involuntary on

instead of looking for the missing one 
among the living, the police reports ot 
bodies found, the jetsam and flotsam 
of the river, the silent denigens of the 
Morgue, are watched with eager, anxious 
eyes. 

Theodore Capanis, a Greek, who could 
not speak English, came to St. Louis 
several weeks ago. He obtained em- 
ployment and went to work. 

On the day he went to work he dis- 
appeared. His friends felt certain from 
the very moment his disappearance 
was noted that he had been sila‘n 
and robbed or had met with some fata! 
accident. They did not expect any- 
thing but to find his body. They dia 
not hope ever again to see Capanis in 
life. 

There was the same grewsome mys- 
tery in the recent disappearnnce of John 
V. Woolsey of near Warrensburg, Mo., 
as te indicated by the following dispatcn 
published at the time: 

“Warrensburg, Mo., July %—John V 
Woolsey, a farmer living with his wife 
and two children six miles northwest ot 
Warrensburg, disappeared from home 
Tuesday, and has not been rd from 
since. Karly Tuesday morning he set 
his men to work in the harvest field 
and told his wife he would drive to War 
rensburg and order suppliés. This he 
did, placing his buggy and horse in a 
feed stable. From that time there is 
no clew of him,” 

The epidemic of disappearances seen 
to have been worst in South Bt. Louls. 
In a radius of one dosen blocks In &@ sec- 
tion of Carondelet six persons recently 
were reported to the police to be miss- 
ing. 

One strange case was that of Jacob 
and Henry Pfeiffer, aged 19 and 17 re- 
spectively, who disappeared together. 
The elder of these youths worked as a 
metal plater and the other in a brew- 
ery. 

It had been the custom of the two 
boys to pay over thelr wages to their 
mother for her maintenance and that 
of their little sisters and their sick fa- 
ther. Jacob gave his wages as ustal 
to his mother on the evening ‘of Satur- 
day, July 18, but Henry did not. 

When the mother taxed Henry with 
this omission he became angry and took 
a running jump outdoors through ° sec- 
ond-story window. A moment later he 


told the police, he threatened to wi | 
himeelf. 

“He had made this threat before on 
several occasions but always came home — 
again in @ good humor,” she said, “but 
this time he has not returned and I am 
beside myself with fear - he has com- 
mitted suicide. 

“His coat and hat have been found 
on the river bank and his revolver is 
missing from its place. I feel sure that 
long ere this he has carried out the 
threat he made to me the other night.” 

Otto Hersfield, 33 years old, Of if 
Franklin avenue, gave his landlady «a 
severe fright by staying away from 
his boarding house for several days aft- 
er he had been treated at a hospital 
for alleged cigarette smoking. The fact 
that he had asked, before leaving, for 
a bottle of carbolic acid, filled her with’ 
terror and she reported the matter to 
the police. 

Didn’t Notify Landlady. 
But Hegsfield turned up again in a

6s COULD cheat a whole general 
| assembly of antiquarians with 
my original manner of writing 
and forging ballads.” The man who 
made this proud boast—Allan Cunning- 
ham—was @ youthful stonemason of 
Scotland. That he was no idle brag- 
gart is evident ¢rom the fact that in 
his 26th year he was credited with one 
of the greatest literary frauds of the 
nineteenth century, 

Cunningham, in spite of his humble 
role in life, could write poetry, the 
beauty and pathes of which would 
bring tears to the eyes of the reader. 
Apparently, however, he possessed 4 
desire—characteristic of many rogues of 
literary genius—to make experts look 
foolish, and when a Mr. Cromek, who, 
in 18098, was traveling in Scotland with 
a view to making a collection of 
Senuine Scottish songs, asked Cun- 
ningham to assist him, thé stonemason 
conceived the idea of writing ballads 
and passing them off on Cromek as old 
Scottish productions. Theee were in- 
cluded in a volume, and although most 
of the critics detected the fraud, and 
established beyond doubt that 
ballads him- 


sel., they acquired an immediate repu- 
tation, ant the genius of the writer 
led people to overlook the deception. 
Nor was Cunningham the only forger 
of Scottish ballads. Robert Curtees, the 
celebrated antiquary and historian, for 
some curious reason, not only palmed 
off on Sir Walter Scott as antique three 
ballads purely of his own composition, 
but actually suffered them to occupy a 
place in the ‘“Minstrelsy of the Scottish 
Border,"’ with a fictitious account of 
their origin, and left the novelist de- 
ceived to the end of his days, / 
Mention of this deception of Sir Wa'- 
ter Scott reminds one that famous nov- 
elist Was the victim, on several occa- 
sione, of Hterary forgers, who used his 
name to boom their own work. George 
W. Haering, who, under the pseudo- 
nym of Willibaid Alexis, came to be 
one of Germany's first novelists of the 
the early part of the nineteenth century, 
published his first book, “‘Walladmor,” 
and announced it as a free translation 
into German of a novel boldly ascribed 
to Sir Walter Scott. He afterwards 
endeavored to excuse himself on the 
grounds thai people had been stupid 


cnough not te see in “Walladmor”

satirical attack on the craze then prev- 
alent for Scott’s works. 

In France several mimetic attempts 
on Scott have been made, notably “‘Al- 
lan Cameron” (1882) and ‘“‘Ayme Verd” 
(1842), which were both published in 
Paris as being Scott’s; and “La Pythie 
Dies Highlands,” introduced to tive 
world as the work of the famous nov- 
elist in 1844, by Chartes J. David, son 
of the famous French painter. But per- 
haps the most interesting of all the at- 
tempts to trade on Scott’s name was 
that connected with the name of EB. de 
Saint Maurice Cabany, Director-General 
of the Society of Archivistes of France, 
who in 1855, startled the literary world 
with a newly discovered novel by Scott. 
entitled ‘“Moredun; A Tale of the 1210.” 

In J. A. Farmer's book, entitled 
“Literary Forgeries,” it ig explained 
how, on account of inaccuracies in dates 
and the description of places, this novel 
could not have been written by Scott; 
but the authorship remaing a mystery 
to this day. 

The prince of literary forgers, as re- 
wards quantity, also haile from France. 
This was Vrain-Denis Lucas, the son 
who, after previding cer- 
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tain classes of people with more or lesa 
Spurious pedigrees, perpetrated one of 
the most colossal literary frauds of the 
nineteenth century by successfully palm- 
ing off 27,320 forged letters of ancient 
and eminent men to M. Chasiles, a man 
of world-wide reputation as a geome- 
trician and astronomer, who raid Lucas 
aliogether nearly $30,000 for the col- 
lection. 

Lucas’ false letters included 
from the Apostles, from Plato; Pliny, 
Lazarus and Mary Magdalene. And 
yet M. Chasles did not consider it ex- 
traordinary that these worthies wrote 
on paper and in the French language! 
Ultimately his eyes were opened, and 
Lucas Was arrested and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment. 

The well-known story of “Psalmana- 
gar, the famous Formosan,’ shows how 
easily the public can be imposed upon 
in regard to literature. This remark- 
able individual made his appearance in 
London early in the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury, claimed to be a native of For- 
mosa and wrote in Latin hia very sin- 
gular “Description of Formosa.” The 
book, which was a pure concoction, did 
not deceive anybody, but 


some 


years its author “remained Po object 
of faith and charity to @ considerable 
section of his adopted countrymen.”

Curlously enough, although 
the publishers repudiated Eccles" claim, 
the een of Bath evidently believed 
him, for when he died a certain writer, 
commenting upon the turfless grave of 
Eccles, suggested this stone, bearing the 
inscription “Meneath this stone "The

The sublime tragedy was hurrying on 
to its close. He lifted the consecrated 
chalice to his own lips and drank. He 
passed it lovingly to each disciple. They, 
too, drank, wondering, dazed, uncom- 
prehending. It Was the first cov munion, 
the first and the holiest of all cemmn- 
ions, with Christ in the flesh sitting 
umidst those who partook ctf it. 

Then He gave to them the cup as a 
souvenir and afterwards went forth to 
pray in the garden, and thos« who went 
with Him, worn and weary with their 
sorrow and the strain of great excite- 
ment, fell asleep. Then came Judas and 
the soldiers. 

And where went the Holy Grail, the 
cup the Master blessed? 

Joseph of Arimathea is said to have 
taken charge of it and at the crucifixion 
held it and caught within its golden 
howl blood that flowed from the wounds 
of the One dying on the cross. Thus, 
twice was the chalice hallowed, by the 
blessing and by the blood of Emmanuel. 

Joseph, it is recorded, kept the cup 
and believed himself and hig family to 
be divinely commissioned as its keepers. 
Ultimately it fell into the hands of Am- 
fortas, ‘“‘called ithe Fisher King,” a de- 
scendant of Joseph of Arimathea. And 
at last, the legend has it, the sacred 
chalice was brought to Ireland and 
thence to Encland. 

It is to this circumstance in the 
ancient story that the legends of the 
Holy Grail which sprang up among the 
Celts are attribute? 
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Englishman wrote legends of King Ar- 
thur, his Round Table and the Holy 
Grail. 

This Englishman was Walter de Map. 
He it was who created that wonderful 
character of Sir Gallahad, the stainiess 


‘knight, whose pure life was devoted to 


a search for the sacred chalice which 
the Savior blessed. But not only did 
Sir Gallahad go in search of the holy 
souvenir. Other knights of the Round 
Table, even the King himself, so the 
stories ran, devoted much time to the 
same lofty end. 

The tales of De Map accomplished the 
end for which they were intended and 
were followed by a great literary awak- 
ening in Western Europe and England, 
the motif of which was the Holy Grail, 

In later times it was treated by other 
great artists. Tennyson, tin his tmmor- 
tal poem,‘‘Morte de Aruthur,” deils with 
that theme, and Wagner worked over 
the ancient legends into his wonderful 
operatic creation, ‘‘Parsifal.”’ whose pro- 
duction in 8t. Louis and elsewhere @ 
couple of years ago created such a pro- 
found sensation. 

Thus the story of the Holy Grail al- 
ways has had a strong hold on the im- 
aginations of Christian peoples. Andt e 
communion is the most sacred instit - 
tion in every Christian Church of whut- 
ever creed.

That 
women recognize “ue effective- 
ness of this, their own peculiar 
and formidable weapon is now 
shown by the frequency which 
they resort to its use. 


NTIL yuite recently the ends 

served by the hatpin were deemed 

mild and peaceable. The pins, 

pith their gold, silver and often richly 

jeweled heads, were supposed to have 

a twofold usefulness, primarily to hola 

on the hat and in the second place to 

gratify that love of finery and sheen 

which is the most striking characteristic 
ef the feminine temperament. 

In neither of these lurked any danger, 
nnless, perhaps, a woman, fair of face 
and beautifully dressed, might be re- 
garded as dangerous to the peace of 
mind of whomsoever she might chance 
to coquette with. And the hatpin has 
been an important element in creating 
“agstunning effect’’ in the feminine 
toilet. 

But now the hatpin is seen in a new 
and awesome aspect. It is no longer a 
bit of milady’s finery, a thing to hold 
in place her expensive picture hat. 

It is a weapon. It is an instrument of 
cold steel that will take life. It is a 
tiny. but none-the-less deadly sword. 
And every woman wears one, two, three, 
or even four of these vicious contriv- 
ances in her headgear. 

They remind one of the jeweled and 
delicate rapiers carried by the perfuined, 
silk-clad and dainty villains of old 
Italian days. 


Her Weapon Inspires Terror. 

There is something to make one shud- 
der and feel his blood run cold at the 
thought of a beautiful woman, fair, 
delicate, weak, an exquisite fairy crea- 
ture, wielding one of those long, sharp. 
merciless weapons, which she draws 
with lightning deftness from her feath- 
ered hat. 

And women, aware of the terror in- 
spired by their peculiar weapon, are 
coming to rely on it more and more 
when occasion requires that they pro- 
tect themselves with force from attack. 

The footpad and the thief have been 
met with drawn hatpin in the hands of 
courageous Women recently, and the vil- 
lains have gone down in ignominious 
defeat.

T., who used her hatpin with great 
dexterity and effectiveness when set 
upon recently by a brutal robber on 
the streets of her home city. 

Miss Abbott is a fearless woman. 
and as pretty as she is brave. She ts 
a skilled telegraph operator and has 
been employed in the office of the Pos- 
tal company at Guthrie. Her work has 
been at night, necessitating rer going 
home at a late hour. She makes this 
lonely trip unattended. 

One dark night recently she trudged 
along as usual, alone. The streets were 
silent and deserted. It was gloomy and 
biack between electric lights. ani even 
& man might well have feared mv: uer- 
Ous assault from some highway .aan. 

Miss Abbott observed a negro skulk- 
ing along behind her. His actions were 
suspicious in the extreme. But ashe 
made no outcry and apparently paid no 
attention to him, though she kept a 
elose watch on his évery movement out 
of the corner of ber eyes.

Miss Abbott calmly placed what re- 
mained of her hatpin in its wonted pusi- 
tion in her hat and hair and resumed 
her journey. At an all-night drug store, 
a couple of blocks further on, she tele- 
nhoned to police headquarters a report 
of what had happened. Now the Guthrie 
police are searching diligently for a 
negro carrying around with him a soeu- 
venir in the shape of half a long hat- 
est, 4 

Miss Abbott’s Advice to Girls. 

Miss Abbott has been inclined to be 

reticent about her heroism, but now she 
gives a bit of advice to women, which 
is well worth their while considering. 
She says: 
“My advice to the girl who is ‘held 
up’ by a robber is to keep cool and 
bury about five inches of hatpin in the 
body of her assailant. It makes little 
difference where she strikes him, just 
so she strikes straight and strikes hard. 
If she does, victory is hers, and she 
can put any miscreant to flight so sud- 
denly it will startle her.” 

Miss Abbott admits, however, that the 
idea of using her hatpin as a weapon 
of defense came to her as a sudden in- 
spiration. It was by the merest chance 
that she threw up her hand when the 
robber grasped her. 

But then she felt the 
no @éoner did she feel it than its 
value to herself flashed through he: 
mind. And she acted just as she ad- 
vises other girls to act in similar pre- 
dicaments. 

Her experience has not intimidated 
her. She still walks alone to her board- 
ing house from the telegraph office and 
feels no fear. 

‘*‘You see, I know how to protect mvy- 
self with my bhatpin now.” she says, 
“and I'm ready to meet any robber who 
wants to make a test of that weanon.” 

And the hatpins she wears really are 
formidable and deadiv looking. 

But not always is it the woman who 
defends herself from unlawful attack 
who uses the hatpin. In a recent epfi- 
sode in St. Loufs the hatpin wielder 
was herself a violator of the law and 
she brandished her hatpin for the pur- 
pose of overawing a-policeman who had 
come to arrest her.

That decision remains a classic in the 
history of the hatpin as a weapon. It 
has given this stiletto of the weaker 
sex a dignity in law previously lacking, 
and has opened the eyes of women to 
the means of defense which are now 
pecullarly their own. 

Stnce the rendition of that memorable 
decision the use of the hatpin as a 
weapon has become more and more fre- 
quent. only, unfortunately, {ts use has 
not been confined at all times to the 
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street near her home In Paterson when 
a man confronted her and demanded 
money. She was greatly alarmed, but 
suddenly bethought herself of the pret- 
ty new hatpin she wore, a gift from 
her fiance. 

The thought was followed by action 
without delay. She drew forth the 
hatpin and advanced te meet the oncom- 
ing robber. Swish! She drove the 
weapon with all her strength into the 
shoulder of the thief. 

The robber set up an outery and fle4 
Miss Anderson in hot pursuit. Once 
more she drove the long, shining piece 
of steel into his body. 
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Beside himself with 
the vanquished thief leaped into the 
river, preferring death by drowning to 
being punched into eternity with a hat 
pin. Some men fished him out. how- 
ever, before he succumbed to the wa- 
and, gasping, he cried: 

Take me to Jail quick, where 
safe from that woman. Don’t 
her stick me with that pin again.” 
tie gave his name as Frank W. Spear 
and he was convicted and sentenced. 

A. little girl in New York was annoyed 
by a *rowd of boys, teasing her. Ex- 
asperate 1, she reached for the hatpin 
which hei’ on her tam-o’-shanter and 
drove the pin into ll-year-old John 
Kerry. It broke off and the surgeons 
vxtracted a piece of steel three inches 
iong from the boy’s side.

Reinforce- 
ments were summoned and about one 
hundred of the girls were placed under 
arrest. Each one carried a hatpin and 
everyone of them admitted that these 
wenpons were to be used on the police 
if the occasion demanded. 

Two rival organizations which wanted 
to hold religious services on the same 
etreet corner in New York City clashed 
one night. The women of the orposing 
parties rushed upon each other with 
flashing hatpins.

sculptor’s model and was presented to 
the museum by Mr. MacNeil through 
Prof. Ives. An old Indian warrior, seat- 
ed, watches the effort of an Indian boy 
who shoots an arrow toward the sun. 
One notes the consistent character of 
the two figures in their slightest detail; 
it tells of the sincerity of a skilled man, 
delighted with his theme and his models, 
full of the exhilaration of discovery and 
the pleasure of doing. 

The expressions of the two faces are 
remarkably good, the old man’s earnest 
squinting in the light being extremely 
realistic; while the pose’ of the youth, 
savage though he is, has in it some- 
thing very winning. The figures are 
bound together in sentiment as well as 
in composition—a sentiment. which any- 
one can understand and with which 
anyone can sympathize. Every part is 
elaborate in detail—moccasins, robe, 
braided hair, war headgear; but the 
elaboration of detail has always the 
subtle charm of low-relief work.

There is no examp!e of this 
clever sculptor’s work in the Museum, 
but many admired his “Sioux Chief's 
Frotest’’ which steod in the court be- 
tween the Palace of Transportation and 
the Varied Industries Building at the 
World’s Fair, and which now stands. or 
the summit of the hillin O'Fallon Park. 
The present location of this magnificent 
statue is ideal. 

Passing up the hill from the Broadway 
entrance the effect is startling. One is 
greeted by a mighty warrior flaunting 
defiance. The menacing, defiant attitude 
arrests the attention. 

The group represents the figure of an 
Indian attired in moccasins, breech-c:oth 
wand feathered war bonnet only, and 
mounted on a horse. 
ar us the rider—in the-sense of muscles 
trained to swift running and great en- 
durance—rather than the abnormal rmus- 
cular development of the athiete, rests 
on its haunches, forefeet firmly planted 
on the base, head down in a sulky attli- 
tude, as if he, too, stubbornly resisted 
the march of civilization. The figure 
of the Indian is slightly bent forward, 
with the right arm raised, the fist 
clenched in defiance, the left hand, 
strong and powerful holds a crude bridle 
rein. The face is exceedingly ex- 
pressive. The eyes are deep set, the 
open mouth and the frowning brow ac- 
centuates the gesture. 

“The Stone Age, by John J. Boyle, 
while not an Indian group is a strik- 
ing presentation of the primitive theme 
and for that reason is classed with the 
Indian statuary. “The Stone Age” 
stands in Fairmount Park Philadelphia. 
The one in the museum is the sculp- 
tor’s model. 

A primitive woman stands grasping a 
crude stone hatchet in her right hand, 


The horse, muscu- . 


Clasping her baby to her breast with 
her left hand, while a naked child 
crouches on thse ground at her feet, 
looking about in wonderment; on the 
other side 2 bear’s cub Nes dead. The 
woman, looking out from under di- 
sheveled locks, scans the horizon for 
signs of a more formidable foe. The 
swing and movement of the group 
shows a practiced hand and a power- 
ful imagination. There is a combina- 
tion of vigor and restraint. 

The group is full of the originality 
and personality of the sculptor, even 
though be used to complain bitterly 
that he had not been Ieft free. His 
first conception of this statue was an 
Indian woman, 
fending her children from a mighty 
eagle, but the committee were of opin- 
ion that it would never do to treat 
the national bird so ignominously and 
suggested that the artist substitute. 
some other creature. The cub bear was 
the substitute. 

“The Destiny of the Red Man,” by 
Adolph A. Weimann is one of the most 
original and striking groups in the 6n- 
tire sculptural collection. The sculptor 
has told his story in a most convincing 
manner—the passing away of the “Red 
Man,”’ the buffalo and other creatures 
of the plains driven to their destruction 
by the march of civilization. 

The center of the group is a monster 
buffalo. Om the right side an Indian 
chief is trudging stolidly on, There is 
an uneonquered hauteur in that ma- 
jestic figure; the head, weirdly adorned 
with buffalo horns and feathers, has an 
awe-inspiring look. Behind the chief 
is the hunter of the tribe, looking re- 
gretfully over his shoulaer as he Is 
leading an Indian dog. 

On the left side an Indian child is in 
front, followed by a squaw bearing @ 
heavy burden, an old Indian is standing 
back of her, with his blanket wrapped 
about him. The old Indian ts looking 
backward at the lost hunting ground. 
In the rear is seated the figures of an 
old warrior and an Indian boy. The 
boy is listening with rapt attention to 
the history of his tribe as the old war- 
rior tells the story. Over all floats the 
“Great Spirit’ guiding the red man_to 
the “Happy Hunting Ground.” 
of the floating spirit, seated on the 
totem pole is a vulture. 

Bruno Louls Zimm, a pupil of Karl 
Bitter. and a thoughtful, well-educated 
young man, shows great promise in his 
presentation of “Sacajawea.” This 
Nevure has singular attractions of éle- 
vance and style.

At it city 

tollers may live for a few days 

next to nature. It has all the good fea- 

tures of a health resort, and none of 

the inconveniences of the health resort 
as portrayed by the comic artist. 

The new Outing Farm (such is the 
name it is known by) is situated only a 
few miles west of Delmar Garden. It is 
just far enough in the country so that 
a person may get back to the city when 
need be, and just far enough away from 
the city to escape its noise, bustle and 
/ Werry. It is one fare beyond the city 
-dimite on the Creve Coeur line, and

The farm has been in operation since 
the firat of July and will continue to be 
open until Oct. 1. It was started more 
/ tm the nature of an experiment, but its 
success has been so great that it is now 
considered as established. 

The idea of a cheap hot-weather coun- 
try resort was borrowed from New 
York. Is is being advanced by 20 young 
’ St Louls men, most of whom are col- 
lege men, as an oxseagmamd sociology. 

Roger Baldwin, who is retary and 
_ the moving ap irit of the organization be- 
hind the farm, is a Harvard man, and 
te conducting this farm in connection 
with his studies in sociology. He is 
_ #ibO studying the slum conditions of this 
city, on which he will probably write @ 

aper. Mr. Baldwin has peen in confer- 
@ce with many of the sociologists of 
frie State in regard to the experiment 
and has their sympathy and influence. 

The plan ef conducting the Frest-Air 
“fome is different from that employed 
sy the Salvation Army. Its method is 
to make @ personal search on the streets 
for young children who need country re- 
#xation and then at little or no cost 


give them one or two days’ stay in the 
open air. The Army's plan is very suc- 
cessful, but the outing is so short that 
its benefit is curtailed. 

The Outing Farm backers announce 
that they have in operation a country 
farm and at what rates its pleasures 
are open, and secure their cusfomers in 
this way. At meetings of the Y. M. C. 
A. and at religious meetings the an- 
nouncement is made, with the hope that 
a worthy object will advertise itself. 

Outing Farm is much like a pioneer’s 
camp in the West. It is composed of 
tents, and resembles a smal] White City. 
Each tent Is complete tn itself with all 
the necessities of outdoor life, and 
what is more, it has many of its lux- 
uries, 

The tent has a wooden floor, a cot 
with bedding and camp furniture. Many 
persons imagine that to thoroughly en- 
joy an outing the camp must have so 
many inconveniences that it is almost 
disagreeable to live in it. The men 
behind the Farm think not, and have 
furnished the place with as many com- 
forts as they can afford. 

Some forty or fifty persons, men, 
women and children, have been living 
at the Farm. It is thought that as soon 
as the farm becomes better known the 
number will be trebled. These persons, 
living as neighbors in tents, fishing in 
the same creek and bathing in the same 
lake, sharing the same pleasures and 
discomforts, soon get to be good friends. 
If one tent has no canopener when one 
is hurriedly opening sardines for a late 
breakfast, it sends a member of to the 
nearest neighbor asking for the loan 
of that useful kitchen implement. Out- 
ing Farm makes, strange neighbors. 
Street car etiquette is thrown away 
when men and women live under the 











open sky. When one of the members 
falla into the creek while trying to 
land a four-pounder, the whole camp 
laughs good-naturedly at him, and alh 
join in jollying him, schoolboy fashion. 

Many organize parties, with a dozen 
or more in them, and go on a week's 
excursion to the Outing Farm. More 
often a man and wife go alone. 

The pastimes of the farm are various. 
There is a shady grove, a lake, ham- 
mocks, bathing, croquet, tennis and 
baseball. Here the enthusiastic fan can 
get the scores each evening, and then 
play the great game himself. Al] the 
open-air games are engaged in, but 
baseball has the most followers. It is 
no unusual eight at St. Louis’ low- 
priced health resort to see a book- 
keeper, a tailor, a newspaper artist and 
a restaurant cashier all joining in the 
great American game. In each tent 
may be carried on the lap games, such 
as chess, checkers, bridge and the like, 

each sees fit. 

he officers that the young men have 
chosen to regulate the farm are: Roger 
Baldwin, superintendent of the farm; 
Herbert Morgan, secretary, and D. W. 
B. Tracy, purchasing agent. As the 
young mnen meet-downtown they have 
many. interesting stories to tel] of what 
they have seen and heard at the farm, 
and the bright things the boys and girls 
have said.

Gold plate and gold leaf are all around 
the tomb, even On the floor, the sarcopha- 
gus is intact, and a beautiful piece of 
workmanship at that, for it was made 
when Egypt was.at the very height of its 
wealth and grandeur. The wood of the 
coffin inclosed in the sarcophagus is en- 
tirely covered with a frame of gold inlaid 
with lapis lazuli, cornelian and green glass. 
The mummy of this great Queen was 
literally wrapped in sheets of solid gold. 
On the arms of the dead Queen were mag- 
nificent bracelets, and about her neck a 
necklace of gold beads and ornaments of 
gold inlaid with precious stones. UWpon her 
head, even in death, was the queenly 
crown, made of solid gold,;. without any 
ornaments, but worked out most skilfully 
to represent the royal vulture, holding a 
signet ring in either talon, while the wings 
surround the Queen’s head and are fast- 
ened at the tips with a pin. 


(By the finding of this tomb of Tiy and 
the inscriptions there many facts of 
Egyptian history are established and a 
gap in the records is filled out so plainly 
as to be legible to the swiftest runner. 

Here is reflected the times when Egypt 
was at its best, just before it began to 
turn toward its decline. This history has 
a direct relation to Biblical history, for 
it is during this period of prosperity 
that Israel went down into Egypt and 
that Joseph interpreted the dreams of

With the world at their feet Amenhotep and 
(Jueen Tiy had leisure and means for peaceful pur- 
suits and the indulging of their desire to  per- 
petuate their memory by great temples and statues. 
Trade flourished with the most distant lands; the 
wealth of the world was poured into Egypt In a 
never-ending stream, scarabs and pieces of glass 
bearing the names of Amenhotep and Tiy have 
been found at Mycenae, in Greece, and in the isles

of the Mediterranean. Slaves were gathered from fmetery near by. Mr. Lythgoe has just reported tv 


far countries and distributed throughout the land 
as tax-paying serfs. On New Year’s day the King 
presented his officers with costly gifts, such as were 
given to the monarch himself a few generations 
earlier. On one of these festivals the chief treas- 
urer carried in before the King ‘‘chariots of silver 
and gold, statues of ivory and ebony, necklaces of 
every costly stone, weapons of warfare and work 
of all craftsmen.’’ There were no less than thir- 
teen statues of the King, seven sphinx portraits of 
him, eight magnificent necklaces, 680 richly wrought 
shields and endless other weapons enriched with 
the finest .workmanship. 

{n the erection of temples and statues Amenhotep 
and Tiy rivaled all their predecessors, evolving a 
new style of architecture, especially well exempli- 
fied in the temple at Luxor, a suburb of Thebes. 
Its colonnades are the finest now standing and the 
great hall in front of the temple was a masterpiece, 

But Amenhotep went further and improved existing 
buildings. He erected a massive pylon before the 
temple at Karnak. On it he placed huge: stelas - of 
lapis lazuli, inlaying the portals with malachite and 
gold. A‘ portrait-colussus of the King was set up 
here, hewn from a single block of stone 67 feet long. 
The famous avenue of ram sphinxes, a mile and 4 
half long, from the temple of Karnak to that of 
Luxor, was built by him, each oné of the rams hold.

Museum’s Discoveries in Egypt 


HE Egyptian expedition sent out by the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art in January has al- 
ready made some extremely interesting dis- 

The party is in charge of A. M. Lythgoe 
and Arthur C. Mace, assisted by Herbert E. Win- 
lock of Harvard.

the museum that he has finished the excavation of 
the Pyramid Temple of the eastern side. He has 
unearthed many fragments and a number of com- 
plete blocks of painted relief from inscriptions and 
scenes on the temple walls. 

“All the relief,’’ writes Mr. Lythgoe, ‘is most 
delicately and beautifully modeled, and in many 
cases has its color still freshly preserved. Blocks 
bearing inscription give the names of Amenemhat, 
and, in one case, those of Amenemhat and his son 
Usertesen I jointly. | 

“It remained for the excavation of the rear end of 
the temple to result in the recovery of the two 
most important objects which it contained originally. 
These are the ‘false-door’ or offering stela of the 
temple—the place toward ‘which the offerings were 
made to the King—and the great temple altar or 
offering table. 

“The stela is of a fine-grained limestone and is 
slightly broken away at the top, its present meas- 
urements being 1.28 m. in height, 1.25 m. in width 
and 50 cm, in thickness. It has, on its eight panels,
